We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, submit to 
your Excellency this our Fourteenth Annual Report under the 
statute 35 & 36 Vic., cap. 69, entitled “The Local Government 
Board (Ireland) Act, 1872,” relating to our proceedings up to 
the 31st March, 1886. 

Poor Relief. 

1. We submit, in the first place, in continuation of similar 
returns in previous Annual Reports, summaries of weekly returns, 
showing the number of persons in receipt of relief, in the work- 
houses and out of the workhouses, at the close of each of the fifty- 
two weeks from the week ended 7th February, 1885, to the week 
ended 30th January, 18S6, both inclusive ; and we annex two 
diagrams, in illustration of these and previous returns, showing 
the fluctuations which have occurred from week to week in the 
number of workhouse inmates and the number of persons in 
receipt of out-door relief respectively, during the year terminated 
on the latter date and eagh of the six preceding years.

3. In our last Annual Report we drew attention to the fact 
that the returns for the year ended January, 1885, showed a 
decrease in the average daily number of persons relieved both 
in and out of the workhouses as compared with the number so 
relieved in the preceding year. 

We have now to report that the returns for the year just 
ended show a further decline in the average daily number of 
persons relieved in the workhouses. Your Excellency will ob- 
serve that the average daily number of persons who received 
in-door relief in the year 1885-6, is less than the number so 
relieved in any of the other years included in the above table 
There has been, however, an increase in the average daily number 
of persons afforded relief out of the workhouse, the increase 
amounting to 1,136 persons. 
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The average daily number in the workhouses during the past 
year was 46,188, and on out-door relief 58,965, making a total of 
105,153 which is less than the average daily number relieved in 
and' out of the workhouses in the previous year by 3. 

4. The following is a statement of the number of persons in 
workhouses and on out-door relief in the last week of each 
month during the year ended 30th January last, and in the cor- 
responding weeks of the preceding year, ended 31st January, 
1885, showing a decrease in the number of persons who were in 
receipt of in-door relief, in each month throughout the past year, 
as compared with the numbers who were in receipt of the same 
form of relief in the corresponding months of the year 1884-5, 
and an increase in the number in receipt of out-door relief since 
May, 1885.

5. But, while the above returns represented no increase in 
pauperism up to the month of January last, we have since that 
time received very unfavourable reports of the condition of the 
poor in many parts of Ireland .and the. weekly relief returns for 
the months of February and March also indicated unusual distress, 
the number of persons in workhouses in the last week of 
March having exceeded those so relieved at the same time ast 
year by 573, and those on out door relief having been in excess 
of last year by 6,854. 
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6 Number Receiving Relief. 

In the west of Mayo and Galway, especially in the islands off 
the coast of those counties, the potato crop was very deficient, and 
from that cause, as well as from the very low price of cattle, the 
poor have lately been in much want, and had not a sufficient 
supply of seed to crop their land. 

In some of the midland and southern counties exceptional dis- 
tress also prevailed by reason of want of employment, and we were 
urged by the Boards of Guardians of several Unions to permit 
outdoor relief to be afforded to the labouring classes, but we 
could not do so, as we are only enabled by the 2nd section of the 
Irish Poor Belief Extension Act to adopt that course when the 
workhouse is full or unfit for the reception of poor persons by 
reason of fever or other infectious disease. 

Phe want of seed in the islands on the west coast has been 
met to a great extent from charitable sources, and seed potatoes 
have been distributed by Mr. Tuke and others who have exerted 
themselves in that respect in a most benevolent and praiseworthy 
manner. 

The general condition and requirements of the poor have 
received anxious consideration from our Board and from the 
Government, and a Bill is now before Parliament with the object 
of relaxing temporarily the provisions of the Irish Poor Belief 
Extension Act above referred to, and of assimilating the law in 
Ireland to that in England where out-door relief may be granted 
to the ablebodied poor, subject to a labour test, when the circum- 
stances are so exceptional that it is deemed advisable to adopt 
that course. 

The same Bill would enable aid to be afforded from Govern- 
ment funds to some of the poorest Electoral Divisions in the 
west of Ireland where the rates are wholly unable to meet the 
charges for relief. 

Should it be necessary to take advantage of the powers which 
will thus be intrusted to us, we shall endeavour to exercise them 
with due regard to the interests of the ratepayers, and in a 
manner which will be attended with as little abuse as possible, 

-the Bill also provides that a Commission shall be constituted 
for the purpose of constructing or improving any pier, quay, boat- 
slip, or landing-place, and of improving anyroad dedicated to the 
public, m any of the Unions named in the schedule to the Bill. 
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0. The following is a tabulated account of admissions to the 
workhouses during the last year, ended 29th September, in com-

The total number of deaths in the workhouses in the fifty-two 
weeks comprised in the table has been 10,925. In the corre- 
sponding table in the last Annual Report the total number of 
deaths was 11,238; so that there has been a decrease of 313 
deaths, as compared with the number in the previous year.

Seed Supply. 

12. With respect to the loans under the Seed Supply Act, we 
were able in our two last Reports to speak favourably of the 
progress of the collection under that Act, and the repayment of 
the debt has proceeded during the past year, on the whole, satis- 
factorily. 

The amount advanced to Boards of Guardians in the year 18S0 
under theSeed Supply Act, after crediting the unions with the sums 
refunded, was £598,300 10 s. 9 d. Of this debt £536,255 10s, lei. 
had been paid up to the 5th of February last leaving only 
£62,051 0s. 8 d. due on that date, which was owing by forty-five 
unions, situated principally in the poorest parts of Ireland, the 
Guardians of 108 unions having paid in full, and it appeared that 
considerably more than one-third of the balance due had been 
collected by the Boards of Guardians, while the remainder was 
still unpaid by the purchasers of the seed. Having represented 
all the facts of the case to your Excellency, we were informed that 
the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury sanctioned the 
proposal we had made that, provided the Boards of Guardians 
now in arrear pay over to the Board of Works on or before the 
1st of May in this year all the money collected by them on 
account of seed rate, the Board of Works shall not press for the 
remainder of the debt due until the 1st of April next year. The 
correspondence on the subject will be found in the Appendix.

Amalgamation of Unions. 

14. Since our last Report we have received some applications 
from Boards of Guardians for the amalgamation of their Unions 
with other Unions. 

The first of these applications came from the Board of Guardians 
of the Newport Union, in the county of Mayo, the desire of the 
Guardians being that the Union should be amalgamated with 
the Westport Union, from which it was taken on the recom- 
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Amalgamation of Unions. 


mendation of the Boundary Commissioners in the year 1849, the 
Electoral Division of Glenhest having been subsequently detached 
from the Castlebar Union and added to Newport Union. 

The Newport Union was formed mainly on consideration of 
the increased facilities which it was deemed might be afforded to 
the destitute poor for obtaining in-door relief' by means of a 
workhouse built at Newport, and much service was, no doubt, 
rendered in this way: — The affairs of the Union .were managed 
satisfactorily for many years, but owing to the small valuation of 
the area comprised in the Union, and the additional charges 
upon it, there was found to be the greatest difficulty in making 
and collecting rates sufficient for the purposes of the Union. 

Grants in aid of the rates were made from time to time, from 
funds which were at the time available, but there having been, in 
the winter of 1883, some recovery from the depression which had 
previously prevailed it was intimated to the Guardians that the 
Union must thenceforth be dependent on its own resources with- 
out further extraneous assistance. 

The Guardians then passed a resolution expressing a desire that 
the Union should be amalgamated with adjoining Unions,- and 
based their application on the grounds that the existing area of 
taxation was wholly insufficient for the current expenditure, and 
that the amalgamation might be carried out without hardship to 
the poor, and with advantage to the Unions concerned. 

A meeting of the ratepayers of the Union was subsequently 
held to consider the financial prospects of the Union, and in 
response to a memorial prepared thereat, which was supported by 
a resolution of the Guardians at a specially convened meeting, 
an inquiry into the subject was directed by our Board. 

We finally decided, after careful consideration, to amalgamate 
the Newport and Westport Unions, and the amalgamation order 
will be found in the Appendix ; this is the first instance in which 
we have taken such a step, and we annex a copy of the report 
of the inquiry which was instituted on the subject by our In- 
spector, Mr. Robinson, which will show your Excellency the 
grounds on which we determined to make the change. 
s This application has been followed by applications from the 
Boards of Guardians of Oughterard and Donaghmore Unions. 

An inquiry was held in the case of Oughterard Union by our 
Inspectors, Mr. Robinson and Mr. Micks, and, as it appeared 
that there was not sufficient accommodation in the Galway 
Workhouse for the inmates of Oughterard Workhouse who 
would be transferred if the amalgamation took place, we 
decided not to disturb the existing arrangement of the boundaries 
of the Union. 

The case of the Donaghmore Union has been inquired into by 
our Inspector, Mr. R. Bourke, and his report and the evidence 
obtained are still under our consideration, 
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Labourers Acts. 

15. In paragraph 14 of our Report for 1885, we detailed the 
proceedings under the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, and stated 
that up to the date of our Report we had made orders authorizing 
Sanitary Authorities in thirty-nine Unions to provide 3,022 
labourers’ dwellings, with allotments of land thereto. 

Further petitions had likewise been received for Provisional 
Orders under the Act from twenty-seven Unions, projecting the 
building of 1,155 cottages, at an estimated expense of £113,461. 

As stated in that Report, the Sanitary Authorities had, in 
some instances, deferred taking steps to carry out the schemes 
authorized pending an expected amendment of the law which 
might afford greater facilities for carrying the Act into execution. 

The Amending Act received the Royal assent on the 14th 
August, 1885, and on the 25th of August we forwarded a copy of 
the Act to each Rural Sanitary Authority, and on the 9th 
September a revised instructional memorandum for their guid- 
ance was also issued, which will be found in the Appendix. 

The Act of 1885 made several important changes in the law: — 

Limited owners are now empowered to grant leases to Sanitary 
Authorities for any term not exceeding ninety-nine years. Lands 
may be taken compulsorily for a term of years (not to exceed 
ninety-nine), confirmation of such leases, and the determination 
of the rent, &c., being effected by the Irish Land Commission. 

The Act also renders provisional orders by our Board absolute 
if not appealed against within one month after their making 
and publication, but if appealed against confirmation by the 
Privy Council becomes necessary. 

Additional powers are given as to the amendment of orders 
confirmed by Parliament with a view to the land being taken 
for a term of years instead of by absolute purchase, the amend- 
ments of schemes before orders are made as to repairing existing 
cottages and allotting thereto a plot of land, and the demolition or 
closing of houses unfit for human habitation, and there are other 
provisions tending to facilitate the operation of the Acts. 

Sanitary Authorities are also empowered to fix the area on 
which expenses under the Act shall be chargeable. 

In pursuance of section 12, sub- section 2, and sections 13 and 
15 of the Act of 1885, we issued an order regulating the time 
within which petitions against provisional orders should be 
lodged, and also as to the publication of orders, and the advertise- 
ment of amendments. 

We further issued an order, in pursuance of section 22 of the 
Act, as to set off of rates due by owners of lands taken under the 
Acts against rents due to them. 

Copies of these orders will be found in the Appendix. 

Copies are also given in the Appendix of the rules made in 
pursuance of sections 12 and 13, as to appeals against provisional 
orders, and of the rules and forms made by the Irish Land 
Commission, in pursuance of section 5, 
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The partial and temporary cessation of proceedings by Sanitary 
Authorities alluded to above, pending an amendment of the La- 
bourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, has been followed by increased 
activity since the passing of the Act of 1885. 

In many Unions in which there had been before no steps 
taken the Sanitary Authorities are now putting the Acts into 
operation, and fresh schemes are being made in Unions where the 
Act of 1883 had already been taken advantage of. 

The following Tables, I. and II., will show in detail what has 
been done up to the date of the Report under schemes which have 
been authorized, and also what is proposed under new improve- 
ment schemes. 

Table I. shows that out of the 3,401 houses authorized, 610 
have been built, and 479 of these actually let, and that 846 
others are at present in progress of erection ; the amount of loans 
sanctioned in the Unions where schemes have been authorized 
being £220,627 3s. 10c?. 

Table II. shows what is proposed under new improvement 
schemes, the number of cottages being 10,899, and 54 present 
dwellings to be repaired, the estimated cost, £1,110,322 6s. 2c?., 
and the Table also gives the proposed mode of tenure of the lands 
to be taken. 

The cottages already built and plots of land attached have 
been let to agricultural labourers at weekly rents varying from 6c?. 
to (in one Union) Is. 6c?., the rate generally being Is., these being 
the amounts which, in the opinion of the Sanitary Authorities, 
the labourers would be able to pay. The difference between 
these amounts and the cost of the cottages and plots will be 
chargeable on the areas selected, and will be met by the rate- 
payers in the respective areas of charge.

Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885. 

16. On the 26th August, 1885, we forwarded to the several 
Sanitary Authorities and Town Commissioners a copy of the 
Act, which received the Royal assent on the 15th of August, for 
amending the law with reference to the provision of suitable 
dwellings for the working classes, at the same time pointing out 
in the circular, which will be found in the Appendix, the 
facilities afforded by the Act for carrying into effect previous 
legal provisions for the same purpose. 

These provisions are being considered by various Sanitary 
Authorities, and we have received several communications pre- 
liminary to loans being obtained, through the Commissioners of 
Public Works, for the purposes of the Acts. 

Applications for sanction to loans have already been received 
from the Co] porations of Dublin, Cork, Limerick, and Sligo. The 
Corporation of Dublin propose to expend the sums of £20,000 
and £9,000 respectively in erecting dwellings under the Labouring 
Classes Lodging Houses Act of 1866. as incorporated with the 
Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885, the Corporation of 
Cork,. £6,500, the Corporation of Limerick, £3,500, and the Cor- 
poration of Sligo, £3,500, and the necessary preliminary steps to 
obtaining the money and building the dwellings are being taken. 

Applications for loans have also been received from the Urban 
Sanitary Authorities of Cashel, Kells, Trim, Dungarvan, and 
Drumcondra. 


Artizans and Labourers’ Dwellings Act, 1875. 

In paragraph .32 of our last Report we continued the ac- 
count, of proceedings taken under the Artizans and Labourers’ 
Dwellings Act, 1875, up to that time, and now furnish the follow- 
ing further information : — 


Dublin— Plunket-street Area. 

The negotiations. with the Artizans Dwellings Company on the 
subject of the conditions to be embodied in the lease to be made 
to them by the Corporation of the space cleared having been 
completed, the company proceeded to erect cottages upon the 
area m accordance with the plans and particulars submitted and 
approved by the Corporation. The total of the loan sanctioned 
or this scheme, £27,000, has been advanced by the Commissioners 
of Public Works. 


Proceedings in other Urban Sanitary Districts. 

Nothing further has been done under this Act in Cork and 
Belfast and no steps have yet been taken in other places where 
the Act is applicable.

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Hence it will be seen that while the total expenditure of Poor 
Rates, for poor relief, medical relief, burial-grounds, sanitary 
measures, superannuation, payments under th e Contagious Diseases 
(Animals) Act, payments under the National School Teachers 
Act, and all other purposes, was, in 1884, £1,286,735 ; the 
expenditure in 1885 was £1,258,465. 


Medical Chabities Act, and Vaccination Acts. 

20. "VVe next submit to your Excellency the report of our pro- 
ceedings under these Acts for the year ended 30th September, 
1885. 

The annexed table exhibits, in the usual form, the fluctuations 
in the number of cases in which medica_ relief was afforded 
under the Medical Charities Act, during each of the twelve 
years ended 30th September, 1885, in each province, and for the 
whole of Ireland. 

The cases are distinguished, as usual, into those prescribed for 
at the dispensaries, and those attended at the patients’ houses, 
each class of cases occupying a separate column. 

In Ulster there has been a decrease of 313 in the number of 
cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and an increase of 2,806 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Munster there has been a decrease of 2,768 in the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and an increase of 3,942 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Leinster there has been a decrease of 342 in. the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and an increase of 3,281 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

In Connaught there has been an increase of 761 in the number 
of cases prescribed for at the dispensaries, and a decrease of 434 
in the number of those attended at their own houses. 

The last three columns in the table show an increase of 6,933 
cases for all Ireland, including both classes, as compared with 
the previous year.

Public Health. 

31. Our report upon Public Health is continued from the last 
Annual Report. Details were given therein of the operations in 
regard to sewerage and water-supply under the provisions of the 
Public Health Act, 1878, in continuation of the detail of pro- 
ceedings under the Act of 1874 ; the extent of those operations is 
still in some degree measured in Rural Districts by the number 
of the orders under seal, fixing the area of charge for each such 
operation, together with the loans borrowed for these purposes 
through the Public Works Commissioners. 

In 'the year 1875-7G the number of such orders was 79 ; in 
1876-77 it was 89 ; in 1877-78 it was 122 ; in 1878-79 it was 
117 ; in 1870-80 it was 126 ; in 1880-81 it was 103 ; in 1881-82 
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Loans. 


it was 79 ; in 1882-83 it was 83, in 1883-84 it was 79, and 
in 1S84-S5 it was 102. From 25tli March, 1885, to the 25th 
March, 1886, the number of additional Orders has been 87, issued 
to 56 different unions. 

On the whole, therefore, 1,066 orders, fixing areas of charge for 
sewerage or water-supply, or both, have been issued during the 
last eleven years. '

Loans 

32. In both Urban and Rural Sanitary Districts a considerable 
part of the expenditure, on sewerage, water-supply, and other 
local improvements is carried out by means of loans which, on 
the recommendation of the Local Government -Board, are issued 
to the Sanitary Authority in each case by the Public Works 
Commissioners for Ireland.

No. 1. — General Order assessing the amount payable by each 
Union under the Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act. 

To tlie Guardians of tlie Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed ; to tlie Treasurer of each of such 
Unions, and to all persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas, by an Act passed in the Forty-second year of the Reign 
of Her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “ An Act for making 
better provision respecting Contagious and Infectious Diseases of 
Cattle and other Animals, and for other purposes,” it is among other 
things enacted that on receipt of the Certificate of the Chief Secretary 
or Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to the effect 
that a sum equivalent to a certain Poundage, to be specified in such 
Certificate, on the net annual value of the property in all the Unions 
in Ireland, is required for the purposes of the Act, the Local Govern- 
ment Board shall, by Order under their Seal, assess that sum on the 
several Unions, in proportion to the net annual value of the property 
therein, and the said Board shall transmit copies of the Order to the 
Guardians and to the Treasurer of each Union : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is further enacted that on receipt 
of such Order, the Treasurer of each Union shall out of the Union 
funds, pay over the amount assessed on the Union to the Bank of 
Ireland, to be placed to the General Cattle Diseases Fund, and the 
Guardians of each Union shall debit the several Electoral Divisions 
with proportions of that sum, according to the net annual value of the 
property therein : 

And Whereas it is provided by the said Act that no larger sum 
shall be levied under the said Act at any one time than shall be equiva-

on the net annual value of the property in all the Unions : 

And Whereas a Certificate under the hand of the Chief Secretary 
to the Lord Lieutenant, hearing date the Thirtieth day of June, 
One Thousand Eight Hundred and Eighty-five, has been received by 
Us, the Local Government Board for Ireland, in which it is certified 
that a sum of Fourteen Thousand Four Hundred and Thirty-six 
Pounds Twelve Shillings One Penny and One Farthing sterling, being 
equivalent to a rating of One Farthing in the Pound on the net annual 
value of the property in all the Unions in Ireland, is required for the 
purpose of the said Act : 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the provisions of the said Act, We, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby assess the said 
sum of Fourteen Thousand Four Hundred and Thirty- six Pounds 
Twelve Sliillings One Penny and One Farthing, upon the several Unions

No. 9. — General Order Assessing upon Contributory Unions 
under the National School Teachers’ Act, their respective 
proportions of Results Fees for the year ending 31st March, 
1886. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule to this Order; to the Treasurer of each of such 
Unions ; and to all persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, have re- 
ceived from the Commissioners of National Education an Estimate for 
the year ending the 31st day of March, 1886, of the full amount 
payable as Results Fees in respect of Pupils attending the National 
Schools in each of the Unions which have become contributory Unions, 
under an Act passed in the Thirty-ninth year of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, Queen Victoria, entitled “ An Act to provide lor 
additional Payments to Teachers of National Schools in Ireland 

And Whereas the Unions which have become contributory under 
the said Act are those of which the Names are placed in the first column 
of the Schedule hereto : 

And Whereas by the said Act it is enacted that the Commissioners 
of National Education shall require the Local Government Board in 
every year to provide a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
payable as Results Fees as aforesaid, and that the said Local Govern- 
ment Board shall thereafter provide such sum in the manner by the 
said Act prescribed ; and the Local Government Board have received 
from the Commissioners of National Education a requisition to pro- 
vide, in the year 1885-86, a sum equal to one-third of such full amount 
aforesaid : 

And Whereas it is by the said Act further enacted — “ Upon the 
receipt of eveiy such estimate the Local Government Board shall by an 
Order under their Seal assess upon each contributory Union a sum equal 
to one-third of the full amount payable as results fees in respect of 
pupils attending the National schools in such contributory union, and 
shall transmit a copy of such order to the guardians and likewise to the 
treasurer of such contributory union, stating the amount so assessed on 
such contributory union.” 

And it is further enacted that “ forthwith on the receipt of such 
order by the treasurer of any contributory union he shall, out of the 
funds then lying in his hands to the credit of the guardians of such 
union, or if there shall be then no sufficient assets, out of the moneys 
next received by him and placed to the credit of such guardians, pay 
over the amount so assessed on such contributory union to the Bank of 
Ireland, to be there placed to the credit of the Commissioners of Edu- 
cation to a separate account, to be entitled ‘The Results Fees Account:’ 
and that the guardians of such contributory union shall in their account 
with the electoral divisions of such contributory union debit each 
electoral division with its proportion of the said amount according to 
the net annual value for the time being of the property rateable to the 
rates for the relief of the destitute poor in each such division 

And Whereas it is provided by the said Act that if in any financial 
year the sum provided by the Local Government Board in respect of 
any contributory union exceeds the amount required for the purposes of 
the Act in such year in respect of such contributory union, such over- 
plus shall be carried to the credit of the next following financial year, 
and in such last-mentioned year only such sum shall bo raised by 
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assessment on such contributory union as shall be necessary in addition 
thereto to make up the sum which would in the ordinary course under 
the said Act be required to be provided by the Local Government 
Board in respect of such contributory union in such next following year : 
And Whereas we have received from the Commissioners of National 
Education a statement of the surplus of previous assessments, asset 
forth in the fourth column of the Schedule hereto : 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the powers vested in us by the 
said Act, We do hereby assess upon each of the unions named in 
the first column of the Schedule hereto the amount set opposite to its 
name in the fifth column, such sum being equal to one-third of such 
full amount payable as Fvesults Fees as aforesaid by such Union, as set 
forth in the second column of the said Schedule, less the amount of 
surplus of previous assessments as set forth in the fourth column.

No. 3. — General Order for Elections to supply Vacancies in 
Boards of Guardians, for year ending 25tli March, 1886. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed : to the Returning Officer and other 
Officers in each of the said Unions respectively, and to all other Persons 
whom it may concern : 

Whereas by reason of default of election, disqualification, resignation, 
refusal to act, or otherwise, the proper number of Guardians does not 
exist in the Unions and Electoral Divisions thereof mentioned in the 
Schedule to this Order ; and it is expedient for the due administration of 
the Laws for the Relief of the Poor that such vacancies should be supplied. 

Now Therefore, under the authority of the Statute made and passed 
in the Second Year of the Reign of her present Majesty, Queen Victoria, 
entitled “An Act for the more effectual Relief of the Destitute Poor in 
Ireland,” and of the several Acts in force amending the same, and 
providing for the execution of the Laws for Relief of the Poor in 
Ireland, we, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby order 
and direct that — 

1. The Returning Officer of each of the Unions in the said Schedule 
mentioned shall proceed in the manner and according to the form 
prescribed in the Order regulating the Election of Guardians now in 
force in such Union, for the Election of a Guardian or Guardians to 
supply the present vacancy or vacancies in the number of Guardians 
required in the several Electoral Divisions, named in the said Schedule 
against the name of the Union to which he is Returning Officer. 

2. The Returning Officer shall give Notice of the Election to supply 
such vacancy or vacancies, in the Form of Notice hereunto annexed. 
And such Notice shall be posted in the usual places for posting such 
Notices, in the Electoral Division or Divisions respectively, for which 
the Election is to be held and a copy thereof shall be sent by post, to 
each of the Justices resident in the Division, or qualified to be Ex- 
Ollicio Guardians in respect of property situate therein. 

3. The days on which the proceedings set forth in the said Election 
Order are to take place, shall be the following ; that is to say : — 

The day for publishing Notice of the Election, shall 
be the ........ 8th of June, 1885. 

The last day for receiving; Nominations of Can- 
didates for the office of Guardian shall be the . 13th of June, „ 
but no Nominations shall be received after 
the hour of 5 o’clock in the afternoon of 
that day. 

The day for forwarding the List of Candidates shall 
be the . . . . . . . . 17th of June, „ 

The day on which the Voting Papers shall be dis- 
tributed in the event of any contest, shall be the 1st of July, „ 
and, if necessary, the following day. 

The day on which the Voting Papers shall bo 

collected, shall be the 3rd of July, ,, 

and, if necessary, the following day. 

The day for making the Return of Guardians elected, 

shall be the 7th of July „ 

or any day (not being Sunday) after the said Seventh day of J uly, 
not later than the Fourteenth day of July next. But if in any 
Union no more Candidates for each Electoral Division be named in 
the List of Persons nominated than the number of Guardians to be 
elected for the same, the Returning Officer of such Union may make the 
Return of the Election on any day after the day for making up and 
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forwarding the List of Candidates, and before the Seventh day of July; 
or if, after forwarding the said List, the number of Candidates, by 
reason of resignation or otherwise, be reduced to the number ot 
Guardians to be elected, the Returning Officer may make the Return on 
any day after the day on which the number shall have been so reduced 
as aforesaid, and before the said Seventh day of J uly. 

4. The cost of providing the Notice of the Election, and any other 
Forms required to be procured for use in such Election, and any other 
expense necessarily attending the Election, except the expenses incuiied 
in respect of Voting Papers, shall be charged to the Electoral Division 
or the Electoral Divisions in common, as the case maybe, for which the 
expense may be required to be incurred ; and the cost of providing, 
distributing and collecting Voting Papers, where it may be necessary to 
issue such Papers, shall be charged to the respective Divisions for which 
they may be required.

Seal, bearing date the Thirteenth day of July, in the Year of our Lord 
One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty, Order and Declare that on 
the Twentieth day of July, then instant, the several Townlands named 
or described in the said Order should be and thenceforth remain united 
lor the relief of the Destitute Poor by the name of the Westport Union • 

., J l? D i } VlIERE “’ 'y, an , 0rder lmde r tlieir Seal, bearing date 
the Eighth day of October, 1849, the Commissioners for administering 
the Laws for Relief of the Poor m Ireland, in pursuance of the powers 
vested m them by an Act passed in the Tenth Year of the Reign of 
Her present Majesty Queen Victoria, intituled “An Act to make 
further Provision for the Relief of the Destitute Poor in Ireland ” did 
Declare that from and after the said Eighth day of October, 1849, certain 
Townlands should be added to, and certain other Townlands separated

No. 5 .— Regulations in pursuance of “The Labourers (Ireland) 
Act, 1885,” Section 12, Sub-section 2, and Sections 13 and 15. 
We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do hereby regulate and 
prescribe that the time within which Petitions under the 12th Section, 
Sub-section 2, of “The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885,” against a Pro- 
visional Order for confirming an Improvement Scheme under “ The 
Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883,” or under “ The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 
1885,” and also Petitions against an Amending Provisional Order under 
Section 13 of “The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885,” may be lodged with 
us in pursuance of the last-named Act, shall be one calendar month 
after the making and publication of the Provisional Order or Amending 
Provisional Order, as the case may be. 

A Provisional Order or Amending Provisional Order shall (for the 
purpose of this regulation) be published by means of an advertisement in 
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some two or more newspapers circulating within the jurisdiction of the 
• Sanitary Authority who shall have obtained the Provisional Order or 
Amending Provisional Order, stating the fact of the Provisional Order or 
Amending Provisional Order, as the case may be, having been made. 

And we do further hereby regulate and prescribe that the public 
advertisement of any amendment proposed to be made in an Improvement 
Scheme under Section 15 of “ The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885,” shall 
be given by publishing the same during three consecutive weeks in two 
or more newspapers circulating within the jurisdiction of the' Sanitary 
Authority who shall have resolved to propose such amend,ment, the first 
of the three advertisements to be published within one calendar month 
after the date of the Sanitary Authority’s resolution.

No. 6. — Regulations in pursuance of “ The Labourers 
(Ireland) Act, 1885 ” Section 22. 

Whereas the 22nd Section of the “Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885,” 
provides that : — 

“ Any person indebted to a Board of Guardians in respect of poor rate for 
“ property situate in any Union, to whom such board of Guardians, in their 
“capacity as Sanitary Authority, are indebted for rent for any land held by 
“ them for a term of years under this Act in that Union, may set off against the 
“ sum so due by him for rates the sum due to him for rent as aforesaid. Any 
“ such person shall be entitled to be furnished from time to time by the Clerk 
“ of the Union with a certificate or statement of account, in such form as the 
“ Local Government Board may order, showing the amount of the debts which 
“may be set off against each other under this section. And the Local Govern - 
“ ment Board may from time to time make regulations for carrying this section 
“into effect.” 

Now we, the Local Government Board for Ireland do hereby make 
the following Regulations for carrying the above quoted section into 
effect : — 

1. The Statement of the Account to be furnished from time to time 

by the Clerk of the Union on the application of any person 
indebted to the Board of Guardians in respect of Poor Rate for 
property situate in the Union, to whom the Board of Guardians, 
in their capacity as Sanitary Authority, are indebted for rent 
for any land held by them under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 
1883 and 1885, shall be in the Form contained in the Schedule 
to this Order. 

2. A copy of the Statement of Account, when furnished as provided 

in Clause 1, shall be forwarded by the Clerk of the Union to the 
Poor Rate Collector of the District in which the property in 
respect of which rates are due is situate. 

3. Where the account shows a balance due to the Board of Guardians, 

the Collector of Poor Rate shall receive from the person indebted 
to the Guardians the amount of such balance, together with a 
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receipt for the amount of rent due and payable by the Guardians, 
and shall thereupon hand to such person the usual Poor Rate 
Receipts for the amount of all the Rates for which the latter 
was liable, as shown in the Account. 

Where the Account shows the balance to be due by the Board 
of Guardians, by . reason of the rent payable exceeding the rate 
receivable, a Cheque for the amount of such balance, drawn by 
the Guardians in favour of the ‘person to whom such balance is 
due , shall be handed by the Clerk of the Union to the Poor Rate 
Collector, who shall give the same, together with the usual Poor 
Rate Receipts for the Rates due, to the person entitled to receive 
such Cheque and Receipts, on receiving from him a Receipt for 
the rent due. 

4. The Poor Rate Collector shall hand to the Clerk of the Union, at 
each examination of his accounts by the Clerk, all Receipts for 
rents he may have received, and on the account referred to above 
being closed in the manner provided by this Order, the Clerk of 
the Union shall debit the area chargeable under the Labourers 
(Ireland) Acts with the rent paid, and credit the Electoral 
Division concerned with the Rates received as shown in the 
aforesaid Statement of Account.

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II. -ORDER ISSUED UNDER THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT, AND 
VACCINATION ACTS. 


General Rules for the Government of Dispensary Districts 
and for the Performance of Vaccination. 

To the Guardians of the Poor of the several Unions named in the 
Schedule hereunto annexed, and the Clerks thereof; to the 
Committees of Management of Dispensary Districts therein ; 
to the Officers of such Districts ; and to all others whom 
it may concern : 

Whereas, in exercise of the powers vested in them by an Act passed 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, 
intituled “An Act to provide for the better distribution, support, and 
management of medical charities in Ireland, and to amend an Act of 
the eleventh year of Her Majesty to provide for the execution of the 
laws for the relief of the poor in Ireland,” the Commissioners for 
administering the laws for relief of the poor in Ireland, by orders under 
their Seal, have declared the Dispensary Districts formed under the 
said Act, in the several Unions named in the Schedule annexed to this 
Order : 

And Whereas by a General Order dated the 16th day of December, 
1853, they did in pursuance of the powers vested in them by the said 
recited Act, frame and issue certain general rules and regulations for the 
government of each Dispensary District, and for the guidance and 
control of the Guardians, the Committees of Management, and the 
several Officers to be appointed in connexion therewith, respectively ; 
and by certain other General Orders, bearing date respectively the 
10th day of October, 1862, the 6th day of January, 1863, the 26th dav 
of November, 1864, and the 29th day of November, 1869, they did 
!, lter the said general regulations in certain particulars in the said Order 
specified: 

And Whereas by certain other General Orders bearing date respec- 
tively the 23rd day of September, 1858, and the 29th day of January, 
1864, they did in pursuance of the provisions of an Act passed in the 
twenty-second year of the reign of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act to 
make further provision for the practice of vaccination in Ireland,” 
make and issue certain regulations relating to vaccination in the several 
Dispensary Districts : 

And Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, by a 
General Order bearing date the 3rd day of October, 1879, did make and 
issue certain regulations relating to vaccination in the several Dispensary 
Districts : J 

And Whereas We, the Local Government Board for Ireland, deem 
it expedient to alter, amend, and consolidate the general rules and 
regulations contained in the said recited Orders : 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers vested in Us, We do 
hereby revoke and rescind so much of every Order or General Order here- 
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tofore issued by and under the Seal of the Commissioners for administer- 
ing the laws for relief of the poor in Ireland, or under the Seal of the 
Local Government Board for Ireland, to any of the Unions named in 
the Schedule hereto annexed, and now in force, as is in any way 
repugnant to, or at variance with, the rules and regulations herein 
contained, except so far as the same may have related to the 
appointment of any of the existing Officers, and except as to any 
other proceeding already taken, or matter or thing already done, under 
such Order. 

And We do hereby order, direct, and declare with respect to each of 
the Unions named in the said Schedule, and each Dispensary District 
formed therein under the said Act, as follows : 


Committee of Management. 

Artici.e 1. Immediately on the completion of a new Committee of 

Management for each Dispensary District after each annual election of Guar- 
dians in the union, the clerk of the union shall make a return in the form 
No. 1, annexed to this Order, to us the said Local Government Board, of the 
names and addresses of the respective members of the Committee ; and in like 
manner, on any election by the Board of Guardians of a rate-payer or rate- 
payers to fill any vacancy or vacancies in any such Committee, the clerk shall 
make a return to us, in the form No. 2, annexed to this Order. 

Article 2.— The clerk of the union shall, on the appointment of a new 
Committee as aforesaid, send to each member of the Committee for every 
Dispensary District, a notice in the annexed form No. 3 ; and on the election 
of any rate-payer to supply a vacancy at any time in any of the said Com- 
mittees, the clerk shall send to him a notice in the annexed form No. 4. 

Article 3 Immediately upon the completion of any new Committee as 

aforesaid, the Clerk of the union shall furnish each Medical Officer with a list, 
accordin'* to the annexed form No. 5, of the names and residences of all persons 
entitled To give tickets for medical relief in his district, that is to say, of the 
members of the Committee, and of every Relieving Officer and Warden acting 
as such for any electoral division included in such district; and the Medical 
Officer shall lay such list before the Committee of Management at their first 
meeting after receipt thereof. And the Clerk shall in like manner notify, from 
time to time any changes, from death or otherwise, of members ot the Com- 
mittee of Management, Relieving Officers, or Wardens, in any districts to 
the respective Medical Officers thereof, who shall lay such notification before 
the Committee of Management at their first meeting after receipt thereof. 

Article 4._After the completion of the Committee in each year, the Clerk 
of the union shall prepare a notice specifying the persons and their residences 
to whom application may be made for tickets for medical relief, the situation 
of the dispensary or dispensary stations in the district, the days and hours of 
attendance at each, the name and residence of the medical officer, the days and 
hours when the medical officer will attend at each of the places within such dis- 
pensary district appointed by the Committee for the purpose of vaccination, and 
such other particulars of the dispensary arrangements as may be necessary 
to afford due facility for obtaining medical relief and vaccination where 
requisite. Such notice shall be in the form N, annexed to this order ; and a 
copy shall be posted at each dispensary in the district, and at such other places 
in the district as may be necessary for the due notification of the dispensary 
arranffements. The Clerk shall also cause a notice board, m the form O, to be 
kept conspicuously painted and affixed on the exterior of each dispensary in 
the district, showing the days and hours of attendance of the medical officer. 

Article 5 Whenever any person ceases to be a member ot the Com- 

mittee, or a warden, or a relieving officer, the Clerk of the Union shall trans- 
mit to him a notice in the form No. 6, hereto annexed apprising him of the 
cessation of his power to issue tickets for medical relief and requiring him 
to return to the Board of Guardians any forms of the tickets for medical relief, 
which had been issued to him in the medical relief ticket check books (forms 
E 1 and E 2, hereinafter mentioned) and which may not have been used.

Meetings of the Committee. 

Artici.e 6 — 1 The Committee of each district shall after the annual appoint- 
ment of a new Committee, elect from their own body a Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman, each of whom shall continue to act as such until the appointment 
of a new Committee, unless he shall previously die, resign, or become incapable 
or disqualified by ceasing to be a member of the Committee. Notice of the 
proposed election of a Chairman and Vice-Chairman shall be given to each 
member of the Committee by the Clerk of the union in the form A I , hereunto 
annexed, and shall be sent by the Clerk to every member of the Committee, 
immediately on the completion of a new Committee. The election of a 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman shall take place at the first ordinary meeting 
of the Committee, at the usual hour of meeting, provided that three clear 
days shall elapse between the day on which the Committee is completed 
and the day of the first ordinary meeting of the Committee; but if three 
clear days shall not elapse between the day on which the Committee is 
completed and the day of the first ordinary meeting of the Committee, the 
election of a Chairman and Vice-Chairman shall take place on the day of the 
second ordinary meeting of the Committee, at the usual hour of meeting. 
And if a Chairman or Vice-Chairman die, resign his office, or become incapable 
or disqualified as aforesaid to act as such Chairman or Vice-Chairman before 
the expiration of the term of office for which he was appointed, the Committee 
shall, within one month after the occurrence of such death, resignation, 
incapacity, or disqualification, and not sooner than seven days after such 
vacancy shall have been notified to the Committee at an ordinary meeting of the 
Committee, elect some other member of the Committee to such office. 'Notice 
of the election to fill the vacancy shall be given to each member of the Com- 
mittee by the Clerk of the union at least three days before the election shall 
take place. 

Article 7. — The committee shall after each annual appointment of a new 
committee, and afterwards from time to time on the occurrence of any vacancy, 
appoint, from their own body, an honorary secretary and an honorary assistant 
secretary, who shall continue to hold their respective offices during the pleasure 
of the committee, or until death, resignation, or disqualification, bv ceasing to 
be a member of the committee Provided that on the termination of the year 
of office of the committee, the secretary and assistant secretary, if they continue 
members thereof, respectively, need not be re-elected by the committee, but 
shall continue to act as secretary or assistant secretary, unless any other appoint- 
ment to either of those offices be made by the committee. 

Article 8 — The committee shall hold ordinary meetings from time to time 
at the dispensary or one of the dispensaries of the district, or at other places’ 
the approval of the Local Government Board having been previously obtained’ 
on such day of the week and at such hour as may be fixed by the committee’, 
once in each fortnight or not less frequently than once in each calendar month’ 
as the committee, with the sanction of the Local Government Board, may 
determine ; and the time fixed for the ordinary meetings of the committee’ shall 
be reported to the Local Government Board ; and the committee may adjourn 
any meeting to any day earlier than the next ordinary day of mcetino', if they 
shall deem it necessary to do so. 

Article 9 — The committee may, when they think fit, with the sanction o.f 
the Local Government Board, change the day or hour of their ordinary 
meetings, and shall cause any such change to be reported to the Local Govern- 
ment Board. 

Article 10. — At every meeting of the committee, the chairman, or in his 
absence, the vice-chairman, shall preside ; but if, at the commencement of any 
meeting, the chairman and vice-chairman be absent, the members present shall 
elect one of themselves to preside at such meeting as chairman thereof, until 
the chairman or vice-chairman (as the case may be) may take the chair. 

Article 1 1 — An extraordinary meeting of the committee may be summoned, 
to be held at any time, upon the requisition of any two members of the com- 
mittee, addressed to the secretary or assistant secretary of the committee. Every 
such requisition shall be made in writing, and may be according to the form A 
2 hereunto annexed ; and no business, other than the business specified in the 
said requisition, shall be transacted at such extraordinary meeting. Provided 
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that the chairman or vice-chairman, together with the secretary or assistant 
secretary, may, by a notice in Form B, hereunto annexed, summon an extraor- 
dinary meeting when deemed necessary by them, without a previous requisition 
from any other members of the committee ; and an extraordinary meeting shall 
be summoned by any one of these officers on being required by the Local 
Government Board to summon such meeting. 

Article 12. At every meeting of the committee, the secretary, or m his 

absence the assistant secretary, or in the absence of both, some member of the 
committee to be appointed secretary pro tempore, shall record the proceedings 
of the committee in a Minute Book to be provided for that purpose ; and lie 
shall conduct the necessary correspondence and business of the committee in 
accordance with their directions ; and shall provide for the safe custody, at the 
dispensary, of the books, papers, documents, and correspondence of the com- 
mittee, except the books hereinafter directed to be kept by the medical officer, 
which are to be kept in his custody, at the dispensary, and to be laid before the 
committee at their ordinary meetings from time to time. 

Article 1 3 . — Notice of any extraordinary meeting, and notice of every change 
in the time or place of holding any ordinary meeting, and notice of the adjourn- 
ment of any meeting shall be given in writing to every member of the com- 
mittee. Every such notice shall be respectively according to the Forms B, C, 1), 
hereunto annexed, and shall be given or sent- to every member of the committee, 
or be left at his place of abode, two days, if practicable, before the day appointed 
fbr the meeting to which it relates ; but if any case of emergency should arise, 
requiring that an extraordinary meeting of the committee should immediately 
take place, notice shall nevertheless be given to as many of the members of the 
committee as may be practicable ; and they shall meet at the ordinary place of 
meeting, and take such case into consideration. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE COMMITTEE. 

Article 14— Every question at any meeting of the committee shall be 
determined by a majority of the votes of the members present thereat and voting 
on the question ; and when there shall be an equal number of votes on any 
question, such question shall be deemed to have been lost. 

Article 15 The presiding chairman shall be entitled to give one vote upon 

each question that may be submitted to the committee ; but he shall not under 
any circumstances be entitled to give any additional or casting vote. 

Article 16 At every ordinary meeting of the committee, the business shall 

be conducted as follows : — 

i. The minutes of the last ordinary meeting, and of any other meeting which 
may have been held since such ordinary meeting, sighed by the chairman of the 
meeting, shall be read to the Committee ; and an entry of the same having been 
so read shall be made in the minutes of the day when read. 

ii. The committee shall examine the register of persons to whom medical 
relief shall have been afforded since the last meeting of the committee ; such 
register to be in the Form F, annexed to this order, and to be duly entered up 
by 3 the medical officer and produced at each meeting of the committee. 

' iii. The committee shall give directions regarding all persons so relieved as 
aforesaid in pursuance of their powers under the 9th section of the said Act of 
the fifteenth year of Her Majesty ; and such directions shall be recorded and 
authenticated in the several columns of the register^ the manner pointed out 
in the Form F, hereunto annexed. 

iv. The committee shall examine the Vaccination Registers. 

v The committee shall examine and consider any reports made and entered 
by the medical officer in his report-book (Form I), since the last meeting of the 
committee, and give the necessary directions thereon, and record the same on 
their minutes ; and the committee shall also examine the copy of the medical 
officer’s return (Form L) laid before them in pursuance of the direction herein- 
after contained. , ,, 

vi. The committee shall, from time to time, as occasion sbalL arise, receive 
and consider the medical officer’s estimate of the medicines and medical ap- 
pliances required, and of the quantities thereof remaining on hand ; and shall 
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forward the same, or a copy thereof, to the Board of Guardians of the Union, 
with a requisition for the articles required ; and such estimate and requisition 
may be in the annexed Forms M 1 and M 2. 

vii. The committee shall, on receiving from the medical officer a report in 
the Form H hereinafter referred to, transmit the same to the Board of Guar- 
dians forthwith. 

viii. The committee shall also, at the first ordinary meeting in each quarter, 
prepare and forward to the Board of Guardians an account of any incidental 
expenses incurred since the last preceding quarterly account, with an estimate 
of any similar expenses for the ensuing quarter. 


APPOINTMENT OP PAID OFFICERS. 

Article 17.— The committee of management of each dispensary district shall 
from time to time appoint such officers as may be directed by sealed order of 
the Local Government Board for the service of the dispensary district ; and 
shall, upon the occurrence of any vacancy, cause the same to be reported to 
the Local Government Board, and proceed to a new appointment. 

Article 18 — No appointment of any officer directed to be appointed by the 
committee, in pursuance of any order issued under the seal of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, shall be made unless notice that such appointment will be made 
shall have been given and entered on the minutes at a meeting of the committee 
one fortnight at least preceding the meeting at which the appointment is to be 
made, and unless an advertisement giving notice of such appointment shall, by 
the direction of the committee, entered on their minutes, be inserted in some 
public paper at least ten days before the day on which such appointment is to 
be made. 

Article 19 — Every officer to be appointed in pursuance of any order under 
the seal of the Local Government Board shall be appointed by a majority of the 
committee present, and voting, at any meeting of the committee, in the manner 
directed in Article 14 ; and every such appointment shall, as soon as the same 
shall have been made, be reported to the Local Government Board by the 
secretary or assistant secretary of the committee. 


MEDICAL OFFICER, &C. 

Article 20.— The qualification of every medical officer, compounder of 
medicines, or midwife, to be appointed by the committee of management of any 

dispensary district shall be as follows, that is to say : 

Of every medical officer — 

i. lie shall have obtained a degree in medicine, or a diploma or licence to 
practise medicine, from some college or other body that may be authorized to 
grant a diploma or licence to practise medicine in Great Britain or Ireland, or 
he shall be a Licentiate of the Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin, or of the Society of 
Apothecaries, London ; and he shall have obtained a diploma in surgery or a 
licence to practise surgery from some college or other body that may be author- 
ized to grant a diploma or licence to practise surgeiy in Great Britain or Ireland 
and also a certificate from some board or court of examiners, or other body duly 
authorized to grant the same, of his possessing a competent knowledge of 
midwifery. ° 

li. Provided that, under” special circumstances affecting the particular dispen- 
sary district for which the appointment is made, that part of the above regula- 
tion which requires a separate certificate in midwifery or diploma may be 
dispensed with by the said Local Government Board, if they shall deem it 
necessary to do so. 

iii. Provided also, that the above qualification shall not be necessary in the 
case of any person holding the office of medical officer of a dispensary district at 
the date hereof, either in respect of his present appointment or any such future 
appointment, or in the case of any person who shall at any time previously to 
his appointment as medical officer of a dispensary district have held office in 
any union m Ireland, either as medical officer of a dispensary or medical officer 
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of a workhouse, having been duly qualified for such office at such previous 
time. 

iv. He shall have reached the age of twenty-one years. 

Of every compounder of medicine — 

He shall have obtained the Licence of the Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin, or from 
the Society of Apothecaries, London, or a certificate of competency from the 
Pharmaceutical Society. 

And of every midwife — 

She shall have obtained from some recognised lying-in hospital a certificate 
as to her proficiency in midwifery, or produce such evidence of practical know- 
ledge of midwifery as shall be approved by the Local Government Board. 


DUTIES OF MEDICAL OFFICER. 

Article 21. — The duties of every medical officer of a dispensary district 
under the said Act, shall be as follows, that is to say : — 

MEDICAL RELIEF. 

i. He shall attend at the dispensary of the district or division of a district 
under his charge, on such days and at such hours as the committee of manage- 
ment may direct, for the purpose of affording medical relief to any poor person 
applying for the same, and presenting a ticket as hereinafter provided, and for 
the vaccination of all persons who may come to him for the purpose. 

ii. He shall duly and punctually attend, either at the dispensary during the 
appointed hours for attendance thereat, or at the home of the party on whose 
behalf application is made, or elsewhere as the case may require, and supply all 
requisite medical and surgical advice and assistance to every poor person in the 
district or division of a district under his charge, whom he shall be required to 
attend as medical officer, by a ticket, signed by a member of the committee of 
management of the dispensary district, or by a relieving officer or warden, 
acting for any electoral division included in such district ; and shall continue 
his attendance until such attendance is no longer required, or until the ticket be 
cancelled; such tickets being in the Form E 1, annexed to this order, when 
medical relief is required to be given at the dispensary, only, and in the 1' orm 
E 2, annexed to this oi’der, when medical l’elief is required, to be given at the 
home of the patient or elsewhere ; and all such tickets received by the medical 
officer shall be filed by him at the dispensary, the number of the case in the 
register (Form F), being marked by him on the face of each ticket, before filing 
it,°and shall be preserved for a period of at least two years. 

iii. In every case in which application shall be made to him for medical relief, 
other than vaccination, he shall require to be furnished with a ticket, signed.by 
some person authorized to grant it, and shall not afford medicine or medical 
.appliances, except in urgent cases, before the ticket has been presented. 

iv. He shall give a written certificate under his hand to the committee of 

management or the Board of Guardians, or the relieving officer, when called 
upon to do so, of the state of health of any dispensary patient attended by him, 
and of such patient’s fitness or unfitness to be removed to any union hospital, as 
the case may be. ... 

v. lie shall keep and duly enter up the medical relief register according to 

the Form F, hereunto annexed, and submit the same to the committee of 
management at each ordinary meeting. . 

vi. He shall, from time to time, as may be necessary, deliver or forward to 
the committee an estimate (in the annexed Form M 1), of any .medicines and 
medical appliances required, and of the quantities thereof remaining on hand, 
and in the event of such medicines and medical appliances being urgently and 
immediately required, he may forward the estimate direct to the Boaru of 
Guardians. 

vii. He shall carefully compare the medicines delivered at the dispensary with 
the invoice relating thereto, and lie shall preserve a copy of the invoice. 
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VACCINATION. 

viii. He shall vaccinate all persons who may come to him for that purpose at 
the dispensary, and shall do and perform all such other acts and things as may 
be necessary for the purpose of causing such vaccination to be successfully ter- 
minated ; and shall attend at such convenient places within each vaccination 
district formed by the committee, at the times fixed and approved by them, for 
the purpose of vaccinating all persons resident in his district who may come to 
him or whom he may be requested to vaccinate, being tit- subjects for vaccina- 
tion ; and he shall keep and duly enter up a register in the annexed Form G, 
of all cases of successful vaccination performed by him as medical officer of the 
dispensary district ; and submit the same to the committee of management at 
each ordinary meeting. Provided, however, that in any case where the medical 
officer of the dispensary district is also the Registrar of Births and Deaths for 
the district, it shall not be necessary for him to insert in the said vaccination 
register Form G, any cases which he may have duly entered in the register of 
vaccination which he is required to keep in pursuance of the 7th section of the 
Act of the 26 & 27 Vic., cap. 52, intituled “ An Act to further extend, and 
make compulsory the practice of vaccination in Ireland/’ 

ix. He shall inspect every person vaccinated by him on the same day of the 
week following the day on which such person had been vaccinated, and also on 
such other days as he may deem necessary. 

x. The report which he is required by the said Act of the twenty-first and 
twenty-second years of Her Majesty, to make to the committee of management, 
of all persons successfully vaccinated by him, shall be made by him in the Form 
H hereunto annexed, and the register (Form G), referred to therein, shall be 
open at all seasonable times to inspection by any member of the Board of 
Guardians or dispensary committee. 

xi. He shall forward to the Board of Guardians on the 31st day of March, 
30th day of June, 30th day of September, and 31st day of December in each 
year, a report in the Form P, hereunto annexed, containing the names of all 
children registered as born in the district, who are over three months of age 
and who do not appear to have been vaccinated. 

xii. The re- vaccination of persons applying for the purpose should be limited 
by the following conditions : — 

1st. That the person has attained the age of 15 years, or, if there be an im- 
mediate danger of small-pox, the age of 12 years. 

2nd. That the person has not before been successfully re-vaccinated, and 

3rd. That there arc no circumstances present which would render the opera- 
tion undesirable. 

HEP OUT BOOK AND BETURNS. 

xiii. He shall submit to the committee at each ordinary meeting his report 
book (Form I), in which he shall enter the time of his arrival at and departure 
from the dispensary on each of the days appointed for his attendance thereat, 
and also any matter which he may deem it necessary to bring under the notice 
of the committee, who will take into their consideration any entry which shall 
have been made therein since the last meeting. 

xiv. If there be within his district a bridewell or house of correction which 
he is required, by the 15th section of the said recited Act of the fifteenth year 
of the reign of Her Majesty, to attend, he shall submit to the committee at 
each ordinary meeting, in the Form K hereto annexed, an account of any 
medicines supplied to prisoners and inmates in such bridewell or house of cor- 
rection. 

xv. He shall forward a return, in the annexed form L. to the Local Govern- 
ment Board for each of the quarters ending respectively the 31st day of March, 
the 30th day of June, the 30th day of September, and the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, or for and at such other periods as may be from time to time directed by the 
Local Government Board ; such returns shall be forwarded immediately after 
the close of the quarter, or other period for which they are directed to be made 
and a copy thereof shall be laid before the committee of management at their 
next ordinary meeting. 
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xvi. In the event of the occurrence of cases of any dangerous contagious 
disease in the district under his charge in such numbers as to give reasonable 
ground to apprehend that it may become epidemic, he shall address a report of 
the facts to the Local Government Board, so as to enable them to call upon 
the Board of Guardians without delay to make such special provision as may 
be necessary to prevent or mitigate the evil. 

xvii. He shall make such returns appertaining to the duties of his office as 
may be from time to time required of him by the Local Government Board, 
or bv the committee of management or the Board of Guardians He shall also 
keep’ a list of all instruments provided for dispensary use. 

Article 22 If a medical officer of a dispensary district be temporarily in- 

capacitated by illness or other cause from performing his duties, he shall imme- 
diately, if practicable, communicate with the chairman or honorary secretary 
of the committee, and shall, if possible, recommend to the committee a medical 
practitioner qualified as hereinbefore provided (in Article 20) to perform his 
duties during such temporary incapacity. And on the fact of the medical 
officer’s incapacity becoming known a special meeting of the committee shall 
be at once called, in accoi’dance with Article 13 of this order, for the purpose 
of appointing a temporary substitute for the medical officer ; arid the committee 
shall report the circumstances of the case to the Board of Guardians, who, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Local Government Board, may pay him a reasonable 
compensation for his scx-vices. And for the time dui-ing which such temporary 
substitute, appointed by the committee of management, shall act as medical 
officer, he shall perform all the duties of the medical officer, and shall duly enter 
up the books of the dispensary for such time before any remuneration that may 
be agi-eed upon be paid to him. 

Article 23 In case of the death or resignation of a medical officer, the 

committee of management shall, in like manner as provided in Article 22, 
make provision for the performance of the duties of medical officer by a person 
duly qualified, in accordance with Article 20, until the appointment of a medical 
officer shall have been duly made, in accordance with Articles 1 8 and 1 0, and 
approved by the Local Govei-nment Board. 

BOARD OF GUARDiANS. 

Article 2 4 . — The Board of Guardians shall pay to each paid officer or tem- 
porary medical officer duly authorized and appointed for the service of the 
district such salary or remuneration as the Local Government Board may from 
time to time approve or direct. 

Article 25. — The salary of each paid officer duly appointed for the service 
of the district shall be payable by the Board of Guardians quarterly (that is to 
say, to the 25th March, 24th June, 29th September, and 25th December respec- 
tively in each year), and proportionately for any part of a quarter for which 
he may have acted ; and his salary shall be payable up to the day on which he 
ceases to hold his office or employment, and no longer. 

Article 20. — The sum due to each medical officer for vaccination or re- 
vaccination shall be payable by the Boai-d of Guardians on the expiration of 
twenty-eight days from the receipt by them of the report of the numbers vacci- 
nated fi-om the committee of management. 

Article 27. — The Board of Guardians shall take care that the premises 
provided by them in pursuance of the 8th section of the said recited Act of the 
fifteenth year of Her Majesty shall be maintained in good order and condition, 
and that full and adequate provision is made for having fires regularly main- 
tained in them during such periods of the year and on such days of the week as 
the medical officer may consider necessary for the proper preservation of the 
medicines. 

Article 28. — The Board of Guardians shall on receipt of the estimates of 
the requirements of each dispensary in the union from time to time and the 
requisition of the committee of management thereon, or of the medical officer 
in the case hereinbefore pi-ovided for, cause the necessary supplies to be imme- 
diately furnished for the use of such dispensary, and shall at the same time 
cause a duplicate copy of the invoice received from the contractor on each 
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occasion to be forwarded to the medical officer, to be by him filed and pre- 
served for reference at the dispensary. 

Article 29.— In making contracts for the supply of drugs, medicines, and 
medical and surgical appliances for the use of a dispensary in any union in 
Ireland, the Board of Guardians of such union shall adopt and make use of 
the Form of Contract hereinafter set forth. And the person or persons so con- 
tracting shall be required to enter, with two sureties who may be approved by 
the Board of Guardians, into a bond, according to the Form of Bond annexed 
to the said Form of Contract, in such penal sum as the Board of Guardians 
shall think fit, conditioned for the due performance of the contract. 

Form of Contract and Bond hereinbefore referred to. 

Contract for Supplies of Drugs, Medicines, and Medical and Surgical Appli- 
ances, to be delivered from the day of to the day of

Blank Tickets for Medical Belief are to be printed in tbe Forms E 1 and E 2 
in counterparts, and bound up in books ; and the name of the Medical Officer, 
and of the Dispensary District and Union can be printed in the Tickets for 
each District, so as to reduce, as far as possible, the number of particulars to 
be written by the person filling up and issuing the Tickets. 

Form E 1, which is the form of Ticket to be issued for Medical Belief to be 
given on the party attending at the Dispensary, is to be printed in black ink. 
Form E 2, which is the form of Ticket to bo issued where it is necessary that 
the Medical Officer should visit the Patient at his home, is, for the sake of dis- 
tinction and convenience, to be printed in red ink. 

On the back of the Ticket, Form E 2, the following memorandum is to be 
printed: — “This Ticket may be presented to the Medical Officer at the Dis- 
pensary, within the hours of his attendance there ; or may be presented to him, 
or left for him, at his residence ; or may be presented to him personally any- 
where. The Ticket should be presented as soon after it has been obtained as 
practicable, with such information as can be given regarding the nature of the 
case.” 

Directions for filling up Medical Belief Tickets : — (to be printed on the first leaf 
of each Check Book). 

The Ticket and counterpart are both to be filled up by the person authorized 
to issue the Ticket; one part to be retained by the person issuing the Ticket 
and the other to be detached from the book and given to the applicant, for 
presentation to the Medical Officer. 

Care should be taken in the issue of the Tickets accordingly ; and Tickets 
should be issued in the Form E 2, for visiting at the .residence of the applicant, 
in cases of necessity only, and with all available information as to the nature of 
the case. 

The Ticket, in either form, is to be issued for the Dispensary District in which 
the applicant is resident at the time ; and care should be taken to fill up the 
Ticket and apprize the applicant accordingly, as the Medical Officer of each 
Dispensary District is only bound to attend “ any poor person resident therein." 

The Christian Name and Surname of the applicant should be inserted in 
the Ticket in full ; and such description of his place of abode (as, Name 
of Townland, and, where necessary, the Parish also; or, in the case of 
Cities and Towns, the Street, Place, or Bow, &c., and number of House,) 
should be given, as will; be sufficient for identification and for registration; and 
with this view, the age and occupation of the applicant should also be stated 
wherever practicable. Any further observation which the Gi’antor of the Tiqket 
may desire to make for the information of the Medical Officer should be written 
on the front of the Ticket.

Every person undergoing vaccination should attend, or be brought, tor 
examination of the arm upon the same day of the week following the day on 
which such person had been vaccinated, and on such other days as the medical 
officer may direct, in order to ensure the successful issue of the case. 

All persons are hereby cautioned against the dangerous practice of inocu- 
lation ; and poor persons ai’e advised to present their children (if they have not 
been already successfully vaccinated), at the dispensary, for vaccination, as the 
best preservative against small-pox. By an Act of Parliament passed on the 
23rd of July, 1840 '(3 and 4 Vic., cap. 2?), entitled ‘‘An Act to extend the 
practice of vaccination,” the practice of inoculation with small-pox virus was 
made punishable by one month’s imprisonment, and under a subsequent Act 
(31 and 32 Vic., c. 87), the period of imprisonment may be extended to six 
months. The following are the words of the 4th section of the last-mentioned 
Act ; — 
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Extract from 31 and 32 Viet., cap. 87. 

“§4. Any person who shall, after the passing of this Act produce or attempt 
to produce in any person, by inoculation with variolous matter, or by wilful 
exposure to variolous matter, or to any matter, article, or thing impregnated with 
variolous matter, or wilfully by any other means whatsoever produce the 
disease of small-pox in any person, shall be guilty of an offence, and shall be 
liable to be proceeded against summarily before two or more justices of the 
peace in petty sessions assembled ; and upon conviction, to be imprisoned for any 
term not exceeding six months.”

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m, — ORDERS ISSUED UNDER THE LOCAL GOVERNMENT ACT, AND 
THE PUBLIC HEALTH ACTS. 


No. 1 .— Cholera Regulations. — (Rags from Spain.) 

To all Coast-Guards and Officers of Customs in Ireland, to the 
Boards of Guardians of Unions, severally acting as Sanitary 
Authorities on any part of the Coast of Ireland, to all Masters ol 
Ships, and to all other persons whom it may concern : 

Whereas Cholera is now prevalent in certain parts of Spain, and it 
is expedient that Regulations should he made with reference to Ships 
having on board bales of Rags from that country : 

Now therefore we, the Local Government Board for Ireland, do, 
by this our Order, and in exercise of the power conferred on us by the 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and every other power enabling us 
in this behalf, make the following regulations, and declare that they 
shall be enforced and executed by the several Authorities specified in the 
Schedule to our Order dated the sixteenth day of July, 1883 : 

Definitions. 

Art. 1. — In this Order — 

The term “ Ship ” includes vessel or boat : 

The term “ Coast-guard ” includes any person belonging to the Coast- 
guard having authority from the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty : 

The term “ Officer of Customs ” includes any person acting under the 
authority of the Commissioners of Customs : 

The term “ Master” includes the officer or person for the time being 
in charge or command of a ship : 

The term “ Sanitary Authority ” means with respect to the seas, rivers, 
and waters within the limits described in column 1 of the Schedule 
annexed to the said Order of the 16th day of July, 1883, the 
Guardians of the Poor of the Unions named in column 2 of the said 
Schedule, opposite to the descriptions of the said limits respcctiv cl\ . 

The term “ Port ” means a Port established for the purposes of the 
laws relating to the customs of the United Kingdom : 

The term “ Medical Officer of Health ” includes any duly qualified 
Medical Practitioner appointed by a Sanitary Authority to act in the 
execution of the said Order of the 16th day of July, 1883 : 

Art. 2. — Prom and after the date of this Order and until the 
First day of November next, no Rags from Spain shall be delivered 
overside, except for the purpose of export, nor landed in any port or 
place in Ireland. 

Art. 3.— If any Rags shall be delivered overside or landed m contra- 
vention of this Order, they shall, unless forthwith exported, be destroyed 
by the person having control over the same, with such precautions as 
may be directed by the Medical Officer of Health of the Sanitary 
Authority within whose jurisdiction or district the same may be found. 

Art. 4. — All Masters of vessels, Consignees, and other persons having 
control of any Rags prohibited under this Order from being delivered 
overside, except for the • purpose of export, or landed, are required to 
obey these regulations. 
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Art. 5. — It shall be the duty of the Sanitary Authority to take pro- 
ceedings against Masters of ships, Consignees, or other persons having 
control over any Hags, who shall wilfully neglect or refuse to obey orcarry 
out, or shall obstruct the execution of any of these regulations.

— “The Clerk, or Secretary, or Registrar to every 
Burial Board and Cemetery Company or other authority 
having charge of any Burial Ground, shall make or cause to 
be made, at such times and in such manner as the Local 
Government Board may direct, a return of the names, 
addresses, dates of death and causes of death, so far as 
ascertained by him, of the persons whose bodies have been 
interred in such Burial Ground, to the Registrar of the 
District in which such persons resided at the dates of their 
deaths respectively, and such Clerk, Secretary, or Registrar 
of each such Cemetery Company shall be paid therefor by 
the Sanitary Authority during the period he is required to 
perform such duty such sum as the Local Government 
Board may direct.”

Amendment Act, 1879,” it is provided that the Returns referred to in

I am directed by the Lord Lieutenant to inform you that a number of appli- 
cations have recently been made to him by Clerks of Poor Law Unions m 
different parts of Ireland, asking for instructions upon various points connected 
with the preparation of the Lists of Parliamentary Voters, and asking that a 
Bill should be introduced by the Government for extending the times faxed by 
Law within which the Registration proceedings are required to be taken. 

From these applications it is apparent that a good deal of uncertainty exists 
as to the duties of Clerks of Unions under the Registration Acts Under the 
ninth section of the “Representation of the People Act, 1884, the Clerks o 
Unions arc required to serve upon the owners of property which comprises a 
dwelling-house, where the owner is liable to pay the rates and not the occupier, 
a notice calling for a Return of the names of the occupiers entitled to the 
Household Franchise, with a view to having such names added in a separate 
column of the Rate Book. The Returns to such notices must be furnished 
within twenty -one days. The notices may, under the Act, be served, at any 
time in the months of April or May. Several of the Clerks of Unions and the 
Executive Committee of the Union Officers’ Association, assume that they wil 
be discharging their duties properly if they serve their notices upon the _ s 
of May, the last day permitted by law. They point out that if service 1 
effected on that day, and if the Returns are made twenty-one days afterwards, 
a period of only seventeen days will be available, up to the 8th Ju y, ur g 
which they must make out the Supplemental List supplied by them to tnc 
Clerk of the Peace. They anticipate, with good reason, that the Supplemental 
Lists will be imperfectly made out in consequence of the shortness oitnis 
period all through, upon the assumption that they will be warranted in deferring 
the service of notices until the 31st May. . ' 

They are not correct in assuming that this course is the correct one, 
contemplated by the Act. The enactment upon the subject is distinct, that the 
notices may be served in April or May. The form of the notice ^en m the 
Schedule to the Act. The importance of getting in the returns at an earl) 
date is apparent to the Clerks themselves. A very moderate amount ole e B ) 
and foresight would have sufficed to secure this. The result wouid be, that not 
only would the Clerks of Unions have ample time in which to > mak .e out thur 
Supplemental Lists, and send them in on the of 8th July, but that they m ^ > 
by having all the requisite information collected in advance, have lurn 
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those lists to the Clerks of the Peace before that day, that is to say at any time 
after the 1st of July, giving the Clerks of the Peace an additional week to 
prepare and print the lists for publication. 

His Excellency authorizes the Local Government Board to inform the Clerks 
of Unions generally of his opinion upon this matter. 

A printed memorandum of instructions, explanatory of the existing law 
regulating the duties of Clerks of the Unions will be transmitted in the oourso 
of a few days.

In Ireland where the owner of a dwelling-house is rated instead of the 
occupier, the occupier shall nevertheless be entitled to be registered as a voter, 
and to vote under the same conditions under which an occupier of a dwelling- 
house in England is entitled in pursuance of the Poor Rate Assessment and 
Collection Act, 1869, and the Acts amending the same, to be registered as a 
voter, and to vote where the owner is rated, and the enactments referred to in 
the First Schedule to this Act shall apply to Ireland accordingly, with the 
modifications in that schedule mentioned. 

Amongst the enactments applied to Ireland by the sub-section above 
set out is the 28th section of the English Representation of the People 
Act, 1867. 

That section, as modified in its application to Ireland, imposes upon 
the Collectors of Poor Rate the obligation of serving a notice in a 
prescribed form upon the occupier of premises capable of conferring the 
franchise, informing him that he will not be registered as a voter in the 
ensuing registration, unless any poor rate due in respect of the qualifying 
premises on the previous 31st December is paid on or before the 1st 
July. The notice must be served on or before the 20th of May upon 
all occupiers of such premises as are above described the poor rate on 
which remained unpaid on the 1st May. The enactment, originally 
limited to borough registration, now applies to both counties and 
boroughs j and as the modifications, in applying it to Ireland, which 
the Representation of the People Act, 1884, imports into it are some- 
what intricate, particularly in respect of the dates specified in the 
English Act of 1867, the Board annex a copy of the notice, in the form 
in which they are advised it should be used in this country. 

If the attention of the Collectors of Poor Rate has not been called to 
these provisions and to the necessity of serving the notices referred to, 
it will be well that the Board of Guardians should at once communicate 
with them on the subject.

(41 & 42 Vic., c. 74.) 

General Cattle Diseases Fund. 

83 .— (1.) There shall be a General Cattle Diseases Fund for the purposes of 
this Part. . 

(2.) Any money at the commencement of this Act standing at the Bank of 
Ireland to the credit of the Cattle Plague Account shall be transferred to the 
account of the General Cattle Diseases Fund ; and that money shall in the first 
instance constitute that Fund, as if it had been raised under this Act. 

(3.) The Chief Secretary may from time to time, as and when he thinks fit, 
certify to the effect that a sum equivalent to a certain poundage on the net 
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annual value of tlie property in all the unions is required for the purposes of 
tins Act 

(4.) Thereupon the Local Government Board shall by order under their seal 
assess that sum on the several unions in proportion to the net annual value of 
the property therein. 

(5.) They shall send copies of the order to the guardians and to the treasurer 
of each union. . . 

(6.) Thereupon the treasurer of each union shall out of union funds pay 
over the amount assessed on the union’ to the Bank of Ireland, to be placed to 
the General Cattle Diseases Fund. . . . 

(7.) The guardians of each union shall debit the several electoral divisions 
with proportions of that sum, according to the net annual value of the property 
therein. . 

(8.) No larger sum shall be levied under this Act at any one time than shall 
be equivalent to a poundage of one halfpenny in the pound on the net annual 
value of the property in all the unions ; nor shall any larger sum be levied under 
this Act in the whole than shall be equivalent, taken with any money before the

Provisional Orders. 

Memorandum of Instructions as to Applications to the Local Government 
Board for Ireland for Provisional Orders under these Acts. 

Upon the completion of an improvement scheme* the Sanitary Authority 
shall publish advertisements and serve notices as required by Section 7f of the 
Act of 1 883, as amended by Section 19 of the Act of i885. The adver- 
tisements may now be published in any month of the year. The notices to 
owners, lessees, and occupiers of lands to be taken compulsorily, must state in 
the case of each parcel of land, whether it is proposed to be taken for a term of 
years or otherwise. Such notices should in each case require an answer within 
one month after the service of the notice. 

Upon compliance with the provisions of Section 7 of the Act of 1883, as 
amended by Sections 19 and 21 of the Act of 1885, with respect to the 
publication of advertisements and the service of notices, the Sanitary Authority 
shall, on the expiration of one month at least after the service of the last of 
the notices, present a petition^ to the Local Government Board, praying that 
a Provisional Order may be made confirming the scheme. 

* It is desirable that the representation and the scheme made upon it should show 
clearly and distinctly whether the proposed building, or purchase, of cottages is in 
consequence of the number of existing cottages being deficient, having regard to the 
ordinary requirements of the district, or because existing cottages arc unfit for human 
habitation, owing to dilapidation or other sanitary defects. 

If it is proposed to take land to be parcelled out in allotments to be let to agricultural 
labourers living in a neighbouring village or town, the particulars of the arrangement 
contsmplated should be fully described. 

If the representation is made on a printed form, care should be taken to strike out of 
the form such portions of the printed matter as arc not applicable to the circumstances of 
the case. 

f Particular attention should be paid to the proper statements being included in the 
advertisements, viz. — the limits of the section to which the scheme relates— the estimated 
cost— the proposed area of charge— and the place where the scheme is deposited for 
inspection. The three newspaper advertisements should be published during three con- 
secutive weeks in the same month, and the scheme should he deposited for inspection 
concurrently with the appearance of the first of such advertisements. 

I “ Petition.” This should be written on folio foolscap paper, on one side only, be 
signed by the chairman of the. sanitary authority and countersigned by their executive 
sanitary officer, and sealed with their seal. 
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Where several schemes have been completed a separate petition in relation 
to e;ich scheme will be necessary. 

The petition must be accompanied by a copy of the scheme, and of the 
maps, particulars, and estimate thereof, and it shall state the names of the 
owners or reputed owners, lessees or reputed lessees, who have dissented in 
respect of the taking their lands. 

Duplicates of the maps, particulars, and books of reference relative to the 
scheme must be deposited by the Sanitary Authority for public inspection 
with the clerk of eveiy union to which each scheme relates, and the advertise- 
ment of the scheme having been made should state that they have been so 
deposited. 

The petition should also be accompanied by a statutory declaration showing 
that the requirements of Sections 4 and 7 of the Act of 1883, and of Section 
19 of the Act of 1885 with respect to advertisements, notices,* and the 
deposit of the scheme for inspection, have been properly complied with. A 
copy of the representation! originally made to the Sanitary Authority should 
also be furnished with a certificate from the clerk of the union as to whether 
each of the signatories is rated for the relief of the poor and resident within 
the area of charge named in the scheme. In case a supplemental approval of 
a representation and of proceedings consequent thereon becomes necessary 
under the circumstances stated in Section 5 of the Act of 1883, a copy of such 
approval should be furnished with a statement by the clerk of the union of 
the date of its reception, and whether each signatory is rated and resident 
within the area of charge. Sanitary officers’ certificates^; (if any), or copies 
of them, in support of the representations, should also be forwarded. 

The statutory declaration must be stamped with a half-crown stamp, and 
copies of the newspapers containing the advertisements and also of the form of 
notices should be annexed as exhibits. 

If a loan is required to carry out the scheme, application for such loan should 
be made when the petition is presented on a form which has been prepared for 
the purpose, copies of which will be supplied on application to the Board by 
the Sanitary Authority. 

Section 12 of the Act of 1885 enacts that — 

‘‘A Provisional Order of the Local Government Board for confirming an 
improvement scheme under the said Act (Act of 1883), or under this Act shall 
become absolute and shall take effect, unless : 

(a.) The order authorizes the purchase of any land otherwise than by 
agreement, or the taking of any land for a term of years otherwise 
than by agreement, and a petition against the order, signed by 
an owner or occupier of land proposed to be purchased or taken 
otherwise than by agreement, is lodged with the Local Govern- 
ment Board ; or, 

(b.) A petition against the order, signed by not less than twelve ratepayers 
liable to pay rates in respect of property situate within the area 
declared by such order to be chargeable, is lodged with the Local 
Government Board.” 

and that — 

“ Petitions under this section may be lodged within such time, not less than 
one month after the making and publication of the Provisional Order, as the 
Board may from time to time by regulation prescribe.” 

The Local Government Board have accordingly made an order prescribing 
that petitions under the section quoted may be lodged within one calendar 
month after the making and publication of the Provisional Order. 

* It will be seen that the notice to be published and the notice to be sent to each 
guardian under section 4 of the Act of 1883, naming the day on which a representation is 
to be taken into consideration, must be given “ not less than fourteen days ” before the 
day of meeting. The Local Government Board have been advised that the settled rule 
of construction of this expression excludes both terminal days ; that the day of sending 
the notice and the day of receiving it must both be excluded ; that the fourteen days 
will not be completed until the end (t.e. midnight) of the fourteenth day, commencing to 
count on the day after the notice has been received. 

f See note (*) on preceding page. 

i The certificate should be specific as to each house. 
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Issue of an Amending Provisional Order. 

Under Section 13 of the Act of 1885, an amending Provisional Order should 
be made declaring that the enactments contained in the said Act, relative to 
the takin" of land for a term of years, shall apply to lands authorized to be 
purchased and taken otherwise than by agreement by a Provisional Order 
made before the passing of said Act and confirmed by Parliament ; and such 
amending order may alter sites and vary the original order. 

Application for such an “ Amending Provisional Order ” should be made by 
petition, adopted after due notice to each member of the Sanitary Authority, 
signed in the same manner as the original petition, and sealed with the Seal 
of the Sanitary Authority ; and should be accompanied by a schedule stating 
the particulars of the lands to which the amending Provisional Order is to 
apply, as set out in the original order, and of the proposed variations of sites 
(if any), and of proposed variations of the original order (if any). 

If a petition is lodged against such amending order, it must be lodged within 
one calendar month after the making and publication of the order. 

Amendments of Scheme. 

Under Section 15 of the Act of 1885, a Sanitary Authority after making an 
improvement scheme and before a Provisional Order is made thereon, may pro- 
pose amendments in the scheme. 

In accordance with the provisions of the section above referred to the Local 
Government Board have made an order that public advertisement of such 
amendments shall be given by publishing the same during three consecutive 
weeks in two or more newspapers circulating within the jurisdiction of the 

Sanitary Authority. _ i n . -n i t , 

The proposal of such amendments to the Local Government Board must be 
accompanied by a statutory declaration that the requirements of Section 15 of 
the Act of 1885 with respect to advertisements (as above), notices, and the 
deposit of such amendments with a map for inspection, have been properly 
complied with. . , , ... . 

The notices referred to should be served during the month next following 
the month in which the advertisement is published, as the Local Government 
Board do not intend at present to prescribe any other interval.

The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, The Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885. 
Rules and Forms. 

The Tenth day of September, 1885. 

It is this day ordered that the following General Rules and Forms shall from 
this date until further order, regulate the practice and be in force in the Ikish 
Land Commission in relation to proceedings taken under the provisions of the 
Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1883, and the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885, herein- 
after termed the Act, or any part of any Act incoiporated therewith, and which 
proceedings under the said Acts are to be taken in the Land Commission. 

1. All such proceedings under the Act shall be conducted by the Court in 
chamber ; Provided that in case either the sanitary authority or the limited 
owner or owners, as the case may be, desires that the proceedings subsequent 
to the lodgment of the application shall take place before a Sub -Commission con- 
stituted under the 43i’d section of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, application 
may be made in the matter on notice to the opposite party and the Court may, 
if it so deem fit, delegate to a Sub-Commission the further hearing of the 
application. Provided also that the Irish Land Commission of its own motion 
may at any stage of the proceedings delegate to a Sub-Commission the powers 
conferred on them to adjudicate upon the rent, terms, provisions, and conditions, 
at and subject to which the land is proposed to be taken by the sanitary 
authority, or to adjudicate on any one or more of the same, or to ascertain loss, 
and award in special circumstances, compensation for such loss, injury or 
damage, sustained by any owner or occupier of land taken, and which shall not 
be compensated for by the rent to be made payable therefor. 

A pplicatiom under Section 3 of the Act. 

2. The application to confirm a lease granted or proposed to be granted by 
a limited owner and referred to in the third section of the Act, may be in 
Form A or Form B (according to the circumstances of the case), to these 
orders annexed. The sanitary authority or the limited owner, as the case may 
be, shall lodge with the Court together with the application, the lease, where 
the same has been granted, or a draft of the lease proposed to be granted, and 
a copy of the application shall be duly served on the opposite party, and also 
upon every person who shall be in occupation of the land demised or proposed 
to be demised, within one fortnight after the lodgment of the application 
in Court. 

3. It shall be the duty of the applicant who has so lodged the lease or the 
draft lease, after service on the opposite party of notice of the application and 
within two months from the date when the application was lodged, to take out 
and serve on the opposite party a summons, which may be in Form C, and 
which shall be issued and signed by the Registrar or Assistant Registrar of the 
Land Commission, upon production of an affidavit of the service of the 
application upon the opposite party, to pi’oceed upon the matter of the said 
application. 

4. Upon the hearing of such application, proof shall be given that the lease 
or proposed lease does not include any mansion-house, home farm, or demesne 
lands, and that the rent reserved or proposed to be reserved is the best rent 
which can reasonably be had for the parcel of land without taking any thing in 
the nature of a fine, premium, or foregift. The parties may respectively 
sustain the application or any suggested modification of the lease or proposed 
lease by such documentary or parol evidence, or by affidavit, as they may be 
advised, and the Court may require such proof to be given and such persons 
or parties to be served with notice of the application and give such directions 
in all respects as it thinks fit. 

5. The order made on such application, either confirming or refusing to 
confirm any such lease with or without modification shall be indorsed upon the 
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lease or draft of the lease lodged with the Court and shall be sealed with the 
seal of the Irish Land Commission, and the lease or draft lease so endorsed and 
sealed shall be delivered to the party who shall have lodged the same, or to 
such party as the Court may direct upon the lodgment by such party with the 
Registrar of the Commission of a certified copy of the lease or draft with the 
order made thereon. 

Applications under Section 4 and subsequent sections of the Act. 

6. The application to the Land Commission by a sanitary authority 
empowered by provisional order of the Local Government Board to take lands 
compulsorily, and referred to in sec. 4 of the Act, may be in Form D, or as 
near thereto as circumstances will permit, and shall contain the information 
required by said form ; the application shall be made within six months from 
the date when such provisional order has been confirmed, or has. become 
absolute. The Court shall have power, notwithstanding the said period shall 
have elapsed, under special circumstances, to permit the application to be 
lodged. 

7. The application by the owner of the land to be taken by a sanitary 
authority, may be in Form E, or as near thereto as circumstances will permit, 
and shall contain the information required by said form ; the application shall 
also be made within the like period of six months, as is provided in the case of 
an application by a sanitary authority, and the Court shall in like manner have 
power to permit the application to be lodged notwithstanding the said period 
shall have elapsed. 

8. Upon every such application as is mentioned in Rule 6 or Rule 7 there 
shall be lodged with the Registrar of the Irish Land Commission together with 
the application a copy of the provisional order of the Local Government 
Board, and a map of the parcel or parcels of land authorized to be taken 
compulsorily by the provisional order, upon a scale of not less than 200 feet 
to one inch. 

9. In the case of an application by a sanitary authority a copy of the 
application shall be duly served on the owner of the land and also on the 
occupier (if any), within one fortnight after the lodgment of the application 
-with the Court ; and in the case of an application by an owner of land, a copy 
of the application shall be served upon the sanitary authority within one 
fortnight after the lodgment of the application with the Court, and also upon 
every person who shall be in occupation of the parcel of land proposed 
to be taken. 

10. The sanitary authority or the owner of the land proposed to be taken, or 
any occupier of the land, may, within four weeks after service of the notice of 
application, lodge with the Registrar of the Irish Land Commission such 
statement as they respectively may deem necessary in relation to the rent, 
terms, provisions, and conditions subject to which the land is to be taken, and 
as to the loss, injury, or damage sustained by the owner or occupier. The 
statement shall be signed by the owner or occupier who lodges same, or if 
lodged by a sanitary authority by the proper officer of such authority. 

11 . When the respective periods of one fortnight and four weeks, provided 
for in the preceding rules, shall have elapsed, any party interested may take 
out and serve on the opposite party or parties a summons, which may be in 
Form B or as near thereto as the circumstances permit, to proceed upon the 
matter of the said application, such summons shall be issued and signed by the 
Registrar or Assistant Registrar of the Land Commission. 

12. Upon the hearing of every such application the parties may respectively 
produce such evidence, documentary, parol, or by way of affidavit as they may 
be advised, and the Court may on such application require such proof to be 
given and such persons or parties to be served with notice of the application as 
may appear just, and if it should deem fit may direct inquiries as to the loss, 
injury, or damage sustained by any owner or occupier of the land taken or 
proposed to be taken. 

13. The order made upon such application shall be engrossed on parchment 
in duplicate by the party having the carriage of the application, and shall have 
described on each part a map of the premises. The engrossment, duly stamped, 
shall be lodged with the Registrar of the Irish Land Commission, and each 
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part shall be signed by a Commissioner, and be sealed with the seal of the 
Irish Land Commission. The original shall be handed to the party having the 
carriage of the proceedings and the duplicate counterpart shall be lodged in the 
Record Department of the Irish Land Commission. 

14. The party lodging any application under the Act shall be deemed to have 
the carriage of the proceedings but the Court may either on the application of 
any party interested or of its own motion transfer the carriage of the proceed- 
ings to any person it thinks lit, and either upon terms or without terms. 

15. If no proceeding shall be taken upon the application lodged for the 
space of two months from the day of lodgment of such application, the same 
shall stand dismissed ; but the Court shall have power to reinstate the same on 
the application of the parties, or either of them, or of any person interested in 
the proceedings. 

16. Any party interested in the application and aggrieved by any order 
made by one Commissioner or by any order of a Sub- Commission may, within 
one month after the date of such order, serve on the opposite party and the 
Land Commission, a notice of re-hearing, which may be in Form F. The 
notice served on the Land Commission must bear an endorsement of the time 
and mode of service on the opposite party. A notice of re-hearing may be 
withdrawn by the party serving the same at any time before the appeal is 
opened in Court, upon the terms of paying such costs as the Court may 
direct. 

17. The Court may award costs of the proceedings, or of any part of the 
proceedings, against either party, or may refuse to award costs as it may deem 
just, and may fix the amount of such costs. 

18. The existing rules of the Land‘Commission, dated 12th December, 1883, 
as regards the computation and extension of time, the service of notices, soli- 
citors, affidavits, certified copies of affidavits and documents, subpoenas, and 
generally in relation to procedure and practice, shall, so far as applicable and 
not inconsistent with the foregoing rules, be in force as regards proceedings 
under the Act.

— Labourers (Ireland) Acts — Reduction of Interest 
on Advances.

With reference to the circular letter addressed to you on the 10th ultimo 
respecting the rates of interest on Loans to Sanitary Authorities for the 
purpose of carrying into execution Improvement Schemes under the 
Labourers (Ireland) Acts, I am now directed by the Local Government 
Board for Ireland to state that the Commissioners of Public Works have 
received a communication from the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury intimating that their Lordships will not object to reducing the 
interest on advances already made to the rate fixed by their recent 
minute in the case of instalments falling due after that date. 
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The rate of interest, therefore, on the Loan obtained by the 

Sanitary Authority will be reduced from 4 to per cent., and the 
annuity, covering principal and interest, from £5 7 s. 2d. to £4. 16s. 6 d.

No. 16.— Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885, Section 16. — 
Acquisition and Repair of existing Cottages and Taking 
of Land to be let to Labourers. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 
Sir, 25th November, 1885. 

The Local Government Board for Ireland having been consulted with 
reference to the provisions of section 1 6 of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 
1885, as to the acquisition and repair of existing cottages and the taking 
of land to be let to agricultural labourers, desire to point out that the 
additional powers conferred on Sanitary Authorities by that section can 
only be exercised in pursuance of a Provisional Order made after the 
usual preliminary proceedings required by the Act of 1883 have 
been taken, namely : — Representation, Scheme, Petition, and Local 
Inquiry. 

Iir cases in which it is proposed to purchase land for the purpose of 
lettings in allotments to agricultural labourers occupying existing cottages, 
the representations made by ratepayers to the Sanitary Authority, 
should be to the effect that such allotments are necessary in order to 
supply proper accommodation for agricultural labourers and their 
families within the section. 

After cottages have been duly acquired by the Sanitary Authority, 
plans and specifications of any proposed repairs, additions, or improve- 
ments must be furnished, and approved of by the Board, before the 
works are commenced ; and the requirements of the Board’s circular 
letter of the 9th November, 1883, with respect to the accommodation, 
&c., to be provided in new dwellings, should be complied with, as far as 
practicable, in the cases of proposed repairs of existing cottages. 

The works will be inspected in due course by one of the Engineering 
Inspectors of the Board.

II.— CIRCULAR RELATING TO THE MEDICAL CHARITIES ACT, AND 
VACCINATION ACTS. 

Instructional Memorandum. 

A. — Medical Relief. 

1. A ticket for Medical Relief continues in force — 

(a.') TJntil it is cancelled by the Committee of Management in pur- 
suance of section 9 of the Medical Charities Act, 1851 ; or 
(b.) Until the patient ceases to present himself at the Dispensary in 
the case of a ticket in the Form E 1 ; or 
(c ) Until the termination of the case, if the ticket be a visiting ticket, 
in the Form E 2, in which case the Medical Officer is bound to 
continue his attendance so long as it is required. 

If any case, in the opinion of the Medical Officer, be an unfit one 
for the continuance of medical relief, he may report the circumstances of 
the case to the Committee for their directions ; and in respect of cases of 
cessation of attendance by a patient at the Dispensary, the Committee 
should prescribe a period (of at least a fortnight) for the guidance of the 
Medical Officer, during which, if a patient ceases to attend without 
being discharged as cured, and without his case being recorded accordingly , 
he should be considered as no longer under treatment. In such a case, 
where uncertainty as to the result exists, column 10 of the Medical 
Relief Register should be filled up “ No further appearance.” 

2 Medical relief should not be given without the production of a ticket, 
signed by a person duly entitled to give tickets for medical relief under 
the Medical Charities Act, except in cases of urgency. When these 
occur, the medical officer will act at once on his own responsibility, but 
he should require the applicants in such instances to procure tickets and 
present them as soon afterwards as possible. 

3. Persons empowered to issue tickets for medical relief under the 

Medical Charities Act cannot delegate that power to others. Such 
tickets should not be signed in blank and left to be filled up and signed 
by other persons. r , 

4. The responsibility of determining whether an applicant for medical 

relief is or is not a “ poor person ” within the meaning of the Medical 
Charities Act is placed upon the persons who are authorized to afford 
such relief at their discretion. The issue of tickets should be prevented, 
so far as possible, to persons who cannot fairly be considered ‘ poor 
persons” within the meaning of that term used in the 9th section of the Act 
referred to ; otherwise the cost of medical relief, which ought to be borne 
by the patient or his friends, will be charged upon the rates, and the 
Medical Officer will be burdened with the duty of affording gratuitous 
medical aid to persons for whose benefit the provisions of the Act were 
not intended by the Legislature. „ . f 

5. Two members -will constitute a valid meeting of a Committee ot 
Management : but one member cannot examine and sign the register of 
cases of medical relief, and discharge the duty which devolves upon the 
Committee under section 9 of the Medical Charities A ct.

Vaccination Acts. 

8. The “ Vaccination Acts ” comprise the Acts- 
21. & 22 Vic., c. G4 (1858), 

26 & 27 Vic., c. 52 (1863), 

31 & 32 Vic., c. 87 (1868), 

42 & 43 Vic., c. 70 (1879), 
the principal provisions of which are the following 

(i.) Division into Districts, and Duty of Medical Officers. Vaccination 

(a.) The Committee of Management of each Dispensary District shall Sdrttend- 
divide such district into Vaccination Districts, and shall require ance of 
the Medical Officer of the District to attend at some convenient 
place within each Vaccination District at certain specified times u r ’ 
to vaccinate all persons who may come to him for that purpose, 
and who are fit subjects for vaccination. (Section 1, 21 & 22 
Vic., c. 64.) 

Note— With regard to the particular periods of the year for attendance at 
the Vaccination stations it is important that they should be fixed by the 
Committee (after consultation with the Medical Officer if necessary), that they 
should be at intervals of not more than three months, and that they should be 
duly notified in the Form N, as prescribed by the Dispensary Regulations: 

(5.) The Medical Officer is to make a report to the Committee of Medical 
Management from time to time of persons successfully vacci- t0 

nated or re-vaccinated by him in each year, to be made in such number of 
form and contain such particulars as the Local Government persons 
Board shall direct, and to be transmitted by the Committee to vacdnated 7 
the Board of Guardians on whose minutes the report is to be or re-vac- 
recorded. (Section 3 of 21 & 22 Vic., c. 64, and section 6 of 42 cinatedi 
& 43 Vic., c. 70.) 

(ii.) Compulsory Vaccination. 

(a.) The parents and guardians of every child born after the 15th Children to 
August, 1879, or the persons having the care and nurture of such b . e vac ~ 
child are bound within three months , or as soon afterwards as 
may be practicable, to take the child to the Dispensary District three 
for vaccination, unless it shall have been previously vaccinated 
by some duly qualified Medical Practitioner and the vaccination a tcr Mrt ' 
duly certified.

(6.) On the same day of the week following the day on which the Inspection 
child has been vaccinated, the child shall be again taken to after . 
the Medical Officer by whom the operation has been performed, vacc,nat,on - 
in order that he may ascertain by inspection the result of the 
operation, and, if he sees fit, take from the child lymph for the 
performance of other vaccinations. (Section 4 of 42 & 43 Vic., 
c. 70.) 

(c.) The penalties for the neglect or violation of the above requirements Penalty for 
are : — a penalty not exceeding 20s. for preventing the Medical neglect. 
Officer from taking lymph from a child; and a penalty not 
exceeding 20s. for neglecting to take a child to be vaccinated or 
to be inspected after vaccination. (Section 7 of 42 & 43 Vic., 
c. 70.) 
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(iii.) Certificates — 

(a.) A certificate of successful vaccination in a prescribed form is to 
be delivered by the Medical Officer (or practitioner), who shall have 
performed the operation to the father or the mother of the child, 
or to the person having the care or custody of the child. A 
duplicate of this certificate is to be transmitted by the Medical 
Officer (or practitioner) : — 

(1.) To the Registrar of Births and Deaths of the District within 
which the birth was registered ; 

(2.) but if after due inquiry such District is not known to the Medical 
Officer (or practitioner) or if the birth of the child lias not been 
registered, the duplicate is to be transmitted to the Registrar 
of the District in which the operation was perfor med. (Section 5 
of 42 and 43 Vic., c. 70.) 

[A penalty of 20s. is imposed by section 8 of 42 and 43 Vic., c. 70, 
on the Medical Officer or practitioner who fails to perform this duty.] 

Note 1 If the Medical Officer of any Dispensary District is also the 

Registrar of Births and Deaths of that District, it shall be sufficient for him to 
si<m one certificate to be delivered to the father or mother or other person 
as aforesaid, and to register the fact of such vaccination in the manner pro- 

- vided by section 7 of 26 and 27 Vic. c. 52. 

2. When a Medical Officer of a District is also the Registrar of Births and 
Deaths of such District, it is his duty when he vaccinates a person whose birth 
has been registered in another district to forward a certificate of successful 

- vaccination to the Registrar of the District in which the birth was registered, 
and it will be necessary for him to enter the case in the Vaccination Register, 
Form G, which he is required to keep by clause 8 of Article 21 of the Dis- 
pensary Regulations, instead of entering it in the Vaccination Register which 
is prescribed by section 7 of the Act 26 & 27 Vic. cap £2. 

(&.) If a Medical Officer or practitioner is of opinion that any child 
is not in a fit and proper state to be successfully vaccinated, he 
may deliver a certificate to that effect, in a form prescribed, to the 
father or mother or the person having the cafe or custody of such 
child. This certificate is to remain in force for two months, and 
fresh certificates to the- same effect may be given if necessary. 
(Section 4 of 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 52.) 

(c.) If any Medical Practitioner is of opinion that any child that has 
been vaccinated by him is insusceptible of the Vaccine Disease, 
he shall deliver to the father or mother or person having the 
care of such child a certificate to that effect in a prescribed form. 
(Section G of 26 and 27 Vic., cap 52.) 

(iv.) Ditties of Registrar of Births and Deaths. 

(a.) He is to keep a register of cases of successful vaccination (Section 
7 of 26 and 27 Vic., c. 52), the certificates of which have been 
transmitted to him by any Medical practitioner. (Section 5 of 
42 and 43 Vic., c. 70.) 

The penalty for omitting to Register vaccination is 20s. (Section 10, 
26 and 27 Vic., c. 52.) 

(J>.) He is to give notice of the requirements of vaccination in a pre- 
* c scribed form to the father or mother or person having the care 

of a child who has not been certified to him as having been vacci- 
nated within three months after the birth thereof. 
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(Section 8 of 26 and 27 Vic., cap 52 ; section 3 of 42 and 43 Vic., 
cap. 70.) 

Note. In prosecution of defaulters it will not be necessary to prove that 

the notice was received by the defendant. (Section 9 of 42 and 43 Vic., 
cap. 70.) 

(c.) Every Registrar for any place who is not the Dispensary Medical Transmis- 
Officer of the District is to transmit once at least in every month 
to each Dispensary Medical Officer whose district is wholly or officers of 
partially comprised in such place a return of all births and of list of births 
all deaths of infants under 12 months of age, which have since and deaths, 
the date of the last return been registered by Such Registrar as 
having occurred in the District of the Dispensary Medical 
Officer to whom the return is sent. (Section 11 of 42 and 43 
Vic., c. 70.) 

Note. Medical Officers who are not llegisti’ars of Births and Deaths will 

thus be enabled to make out the quarterly returns of Vaccination defaulters 
(Form P) to the Board of Guardians. 

(v.) Miscellaneous Provisions. 

(a.) The Medical Officer is entitled to be paid Two Shillings for every Rate of pay- 
person successfully vaccinated or re-vaccinated by him within 
his Dispensary District, provided he has made the required cases of 
report (Form II of the Dispensary Regulations) to the Committee vaccination, 
of Management. (Section 6 of 42 and 43 Vic. c. 70.) 

(b.) Guardians may direct proceedings to be instituted for the purpose Guardians 
of enforcing obedience to the provisions of the Vaccination Acts, may direct 
The Medical Officer of any Dispensary District who may beJ—S 3 
required by the Guardians to attend such proceedings, shall be neratc 
entitled to receive, in addition to his actual expenses, such sum, Meduail 
not exceeding one guinea for each day’s attendance required and 
given, as the Court shall certify ; these expenses, and all other 
expenses incurred in the prosecution, which the Court is of opinion 
should be allowed, are to be ascertained and certified by the 
Justices or one of them, and are then payable out of the Poor 
Rates of the Union. (Section 10 of 42 and 43 Vic. c. 70.) 

(c.) The practice of inoculation with small-pox virus (or the attempt Penalty 
to inoculate with such virus), is made punishable by six months 
imprisonment. (Section 4 of 31 and 32 Vic. c. 87.) inoculating

The Mode of preserving Vaccine Lymph. 

9. The success of vaccination in the individual case, when properly Collection 
performed in all respects and under the most favourable conditions, is of lymph by 
dependent on the quality of the lymph used in the operation. Assam- 
ing the lymph to be intrinsically good, an additional security for its 
taking proper effect has been found in its freshness, and hence the 
practice of collecting the lymph by taking it from the arm on ivory 
points, and distributing it in that form. To this method many practi- 
tioners still adhere. 

Another mode of collection of the lymph now generally adopted is or by 
that of collecting it in small glass capillary tubes, invented by Dr. “Pjjjary 
Husband, of Edinburgh. One material advantage of the process, 
although requiring more trouble and care in manipulation, is that the 
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quality of the lymph can be tested by microscopical examination and 
thus any lymph that is not faultless, so far as can be ascertained from 
its appearance to the eye is kept out of circulation. 

+ The following directions as to the proper mode of using the capillary 
tubes. tubes m preserving the lymph have been derived from Dr. Husband’s 
own description of the methods which he recommends. 

Directions for filling Capillary Tubes with Vaccine Lymph. 

Assuming that the operator has at hand a supply of Dr. Husband’s Capillary 
lubes, a healthy child with a well formed and mature Vaccine Vesicle just 
punctured in several places, the pure lymph exuding— and a lighted candle- 
lie is to proceed as follows : — Let him dip one end of the tube, held slightlv 
inclined to the horizontal plane, into the lymph. This will immediately ascend 
in the tube. As much lymph as will suffice for one Vaccination at least should 
be taken, and as much as will occupy half the length of the tube may be taken. 
Immediately, before, laying the tube down, he must now, holding it in his 
right hand and turning the charged end of it upwards, bring the charge to the 
middle of the tube by lightly striking the hand on the wrist of the other hand 
or on the table. The tube may now be laid down for 4 or 5 minutes, not 
longer, while others are being charged. The sealing of the tube is a very 
S 1 n- P i e P r0( : ess \° be performed as follows The extremity of the tube bv 
which the lymph entered is to be applied to the flame of the candle. The 
glass will immediately melt and close this end of the tube hermetically. In 
sealing the second end an additional precaution is required. Let the tube be 
passed quickly into the flame for about half an inch and quickly withdrawn, 
and the end of it then held, as in the former case, at the flame till the meltin'* 

• i t an .^ ? ea ,n " are ejected. If this precaution be not taken there is 
risk that the air included between this extremity of the tube and the lymph 
being expanded by the heat, will force the soft glass into a bulb which will 
either burst on the instant, or be so extremely thin that the slightest accidental 
force will afterwards break it. 

The charged tubes may be preserved in slips of paper with slits for securing 
them, on which the date of taking the lymph, the name of the infant from which 
it was taken, &c., may be noted.

the best sources available, a practice which now most extensively 
j)re vails with dispensary medical officers ; and every medical officer 
should endeavour as far as possible to keep up a supply of lymph from 
his own practice of vaccination, and thus avoid the necessity of too 
frequent applications for supplies of lymph which might cause undue 
pressure upon the resources of the Vaccine Department. 

Purchase of Lympii from Collectors. 

11. Many Dispensary Medical Officers have been long accustomed to Local 
the practice of collecting and storing lymph for their own use in ^’^'Soard 
Husband’s Capillary Tubes, and have been supplied with tubes for that w ;il pur- 
purpose by the Guardians which practice it is desirable to continue. from* Co? 1 * 

Should any Dispensary Medical Officer well experienced in the use of 0 ‘ 
Capillary Tubes be able to collect Lymph, in excess of what he requires appointed 
for his own use, it is open to him to tender it in Tubes to the Vaccine b y t,lcm - 
Department of the Local Government Board, receiving after examina- 
tion and acceptance, the sum of one Shilling for each well filled Tube 
containing unexceptionable Lymph, and to become a recognised 
permanent Collector, if not excluded by the obvious necessity of limiting 
the number of such Collectors of Vaccine Lymph. 

The transmission should be made in small wooden boxes, obtainable 
probably from the parties who supply empty Tubes for Dispensary 
service. 

The gentlemen selected for Vaccine Collectors will be furnished with 
printed Forms to enable them to keep a precise record of the source 
from which each Tube has been filled, and so to furnish a means of 
investigation should any complaint of the quality of the Lymph arise. 

12. Instructions to Vaccinators and Signs of Successful 
Vaccination. 

I . — Instructions to Vaccinators. 

(1.) Except so far as any immediate danger of small-pox may require, Precautions 
vaccinate only subjects who are in good health. As regards infants, 8 ° r ^ (1 ob ' 
ascertain that there is not any febrile state, nor any irritation of the ] )e fore vac-' 
bowels, nor any unhealthy state of skin ; especially no chafing or eczema cinatiug. 
behind the ears, or in the groin, or elsewhere in folds of skin. Do not, 
except of necessity, vaccinate in cases where there has been recent 
exposure to the infection of measles or scarlatina, nor where erysipelas 
is prevailing in or about the place of residence. 

(2.) Vaccination from arm to arm with recent liquid lymph is, of all Vaccination 
methods of vaccinating, by far the most satisfactory in its results. It is, ™ 10 

therefore, desirable that vaccinators in carrying out vaccination, should ferable. 
as far as possible maintain such a succession of cases as will enable them, 
as a general rule, to operate by that method. 

The preserved lymph of the Vaccine Department of the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland is sent out as follows (1) Liquid in hermeti- 
cally sealed capillary tubes ; (2) Dry on ivory points ; and the lymph 
preserved in these ways respectively is to be used according to the fol- 
lowing instructions : — 

n\ In proceeding to use a charged capillary tube — snip off its two Mode«f

posite end, upon the arm of one of the infants, over the place where the 
operation is to be performed, having had previously, two or three other 
infants’ arms prepared for vaccination. The lancet is then to be loaded 
from the drop, and inserted into the arms of the children prepared to 
receive it, but enough is to be left upon the original arm to vaccinate 
that child. Unless the tube be very copiously charged not more than 
two children are to be vaccinated from it. The insertion should be 
made in four spots as hereafter directed. 

(2.) In operating with a charged ivory point use no water to soften the 
lymph . In this mode of vaccinating the operator should make a few 
scratches just through the cuticle, only sufficiently deep to damp the 
surface ■with blood. These scratches should be made in four spots, each 


covering a surface about so large 


at nearly one inch apart, over 


the site of the insertion of the deltoid muscle. The scratches may be 
abrasions of the cuticle by fine parallel lines so if///// 01 ' by further

The operation may be performed on both arms 


when the surface available, or the position usually selected, is of limited 
extent. The operator should proceed with caution, and take time. The 
charged point should be laid with the flat of its pointed or charged end 
upon the surface freshly damped by the blood, and the lymph is to be 
rubbed in firmly and slowly, looking at the surface of the point during 
the operation occasionally, till it be observed that all the lymph is off, 
and the ivory bare. Three or four points are sufficient for the operation. 
On no account should incisions be made and the point of the ivory in- 
serted into them • and it should be borne in mind that the vaccine virus 
ought not to reach the subcutaneous cellular tissue. The child should 
be kept under observation till the spots are perfectly dry, and orders 
given that the arms must not be washed ; and that they should be kept 
free from all pressure, hurt or irritation. The ivory points when used 
should be carefully washed and returned to this Office periodically. 
Tube boxes are also to be returned. 

(3.) Never either use or furnish lymph which has in it any, even the 
slightest, admixture of blood. In storing lymph, be careful to keep sepa- 
rate the charges obtained from different subjects, and to affix to each set of 
charges thename, or the number in your Register, of thesubject from whom 
the lymph was derived. Keep such note of all supplies of lymph which 
you use or furnish as will always enable you, in any case of complaint 
to identify the origin of the lymph. 

(4.) Never take lymph from cases of revaccination. Take lymph 
only from subjects who are in good health, and, as far as you can ascer- 
tain, of healthy parentage ; preferring children whose families are known 
to you, and who have elder brothers and sisters of undoubted healthi- 
ness. Always carefully examine the subject as to any existing skin- 
disease, and especially as to any signs of hereditary syphilis. Take 
lymph only from well-characterized, uninjured vesicles. Take it (as may 
be done in all regular cases on the day week after vaccination) at the 
stage when the vesicles are fully formed and plump, but when there is 
no perceptible commencement of areola. Open the vesicles with scrupulous 
cave to avoid drawing blood. Take no lymph which, as it issues from 
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the vesicle, is not perfectly clear and transparent, or is at all thin and 
watery. Do not, under ordinary circumstances, take more lymph from 
a vesicle than will suffice for the immediate vaccination of five subjects 
or for the charging of seven ivory points, or for the filling of three 
capillary tubes ; and from larger or smaller vesicles take only in like 
proportion to their size. Never squeeze nor drain any vesicle. Be care- 
ful never to transfer blood from the subject you vaccinate to the subject 
from whom you take lymph. - 

(5.) Scrupulously observe in your inspections every sign which tests Purity ot 
the efficiency and purity of your lymph. Note any case wherein the 
vaccine vesicle is unduly hastened or otherwise irregular in its develop- tested, 
ment, or wherein any undue local irritation arises 3 and if similar results 
ensue in other cases vaccinated with the same lymph, desist at once 
from employing it. Consider that your lymph ought to be changed, if 
your cases, at the usual time of inspection on the day week after vac- 
cination, have not as a rule, their vesicles, entirely free from areolae. 

( 6 .) Keep in good condition the lancets or other instruments which J)e 

you use for vaccinating, and do not use them for other surgical operations. “®p t ® lean 
When you vaccinate, have water ..and a napkin at your side, with which 
invariably cleanse your instrument after one operation before proceeding 
to another. 


II. — Signs of Successful Vaccination and of Successful Revaccination. 

(A.) When vaccination has been successfully performed on a healthy 
infant, the puncture may be felt elevated on the second day, and on the vaC cmation. 
third, if examined with a magnifying glass, appears surrounded by a 
slight redness. On the fifth day a distinct vesicle is formed, having an 
elevated edge and depressed centre. On the eight day it appears dis- 
tended with a clear lymph. The vesicle on this, its day of greatest per- 
fection, is circular and pearl-coloured 3 its margin is. turgid, firm, shining 
and wheel-shaped. On the eighth day an inflamed ring or areola begins 
to form round the base of the vesicle, and, with it, continues to increase 
during the two following days. This areola is of a circular form, and 
its diameter extends from one to three inches. When at its height on 
the tenth day, there is often considerable hardness and swelling of the 
subjacent cellular membrane. On the eleventh day the areola begins 
to subside, leaving as it fades two or three concentric circles of redness. 

The vesicle now begins to dry in the centre, and acquires there a 
brownish colour. The lymph which remains becomes opaque and 
gradually concretes, so that about the fourteenth or fifteenth day the 
vesicle is converted into a hard, round scab of a reddish brown colour. 

This scab contracts, dries, blackens, and, about the twenty-first day, falls 
off. It leaves a cicatrix which is permanent in after-life, circular some 
what depressed, dotted or indented with minute pits, and in some in- 
stances, radiated. The above described local changes, while in active 
progress, are attended by feverishness first, from the fifth to the seventh 
day, so slightly that often. the fact passes unobserved 3 and again more 
considerably during those days when the areola is about its height, the 
infant now being restless and hot, with more or less disturbance of 
stomach and bowels. About the same time, especially if the weather be 
hot, children of full habit not unfrequently show on the extremities, and less 
copiously on the trunk, a lichenous roseolar or vesicular eruption, which 
commonly continues for about a week. When vaccination is performed 
on such adults or adolescents as have not previously been vacccinated 

G 2 
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and likewise when lymph is employed which has recently been derived 
from the cow, the resulting phenomena as compared with the preceding 
description are somewhat retarded in their course and the areola is apt 
to be much more diffused. There is also more feverishness, but lichenous 
eruption is less frequently seen. 

(B.) "When persons who have once been efficiently vaccinated are 
some years afterwards revaccinated with effective lymph, there sometimes 
result vesicles which, as regards their course and that of the attendant 
areolae, cannot be distinguished from the perfect results of primary vac- 
cination. But far more usually the results are more or less modified by 
the influence of such previous vaccination. Often no true vesicles form, 
but merely papular elevations surrounded by areolae, and these results 
having attained their maximum on or before the fifth day, afterwards 
quickly decline. Or if vesicles form, their shape is apt to vary from 
that of the regular vesicle, and their course to be more rapid, so that 
their maturity is reached on or before the sixth day, their areolae decline 
on or before the eighth day, and their scabbing begins correspondingly 
early. In either case the areohe tend to diffuse themselves more widely 
and less regulary and with more affection of the cellular membrane than 
in primary vaccination, and the local changes are accompanied by much 
itching, often by some irritation of the axillary glands, and in some 
cases on the fourth or fifth day by considerable febrile disturbance. — 
( Gregory revised by Ceely and Mar son.) 

D. — Miscellaneous. 

Custody of Poisonous Medicines. 

14. The Local Government Board suggest that poisonous medicines 
should be kept under lock and key, separate from the other medicines, 
and that the Medical Officer should himself retain, and be responsible 
for the possession of the key. 

Services of Midwife, 

15. A Visiting Ticket issued in the usual form in a case of Midwifery 
casts on the Medical Officer receiving it a full and undivided responsi- 
bility, notwithstanding the fact that a Midwife is officially employed in 
the District, The services of the Midwife are not intended to relieve 
the Medical Officer from his responsibility under the Medical Charities 
Act and the regulations of the Local Government Board, issued in 
pursuance of that Act ; but they are placed at his disposal for the pur- 
pose of enabling him to relieve himself, where he can do so with safety, 
from the necessity of attendance in cases of Natural Labour in which no 
difficulty exists to demand a continued attendance on his part. The 
services of the Midwife are placed at the disposal of the Medical Officer, 
but the Midwife is not substituted for the Medical Officer, and he is 
entirely responsible as to the extent to which her services are to be relied 
on in each case. 

The following course should be adopted in all cases in which Dispen- 
sary relief is required by Ticket for Women in Labour. 

The Ticket should, as in other cases, be addressed to the Medical 
Officer, and not to the Midwife. 

The Ticket should be presented to the Medical Officer, who should 
register it, and ascertain by minute inquiry — or, if it should appear 
necessary, by visit to the Patient — that the case is one of Natural 
Labour. 
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If it should appear on such inquiry or visit that the case is likely to 
be attended with any difficulty or danger, the Medical Officer will of 
course take charge cf the case himself ; but if he is satisfied that it is 
one of Natural Labour, he should send written or printed instructions 
to the Midwife requiring her attendance on the case so long as it shall 
proceed naturally, and directing her, that should anything out of the 
course of nature, or dangerous, arise in the case, she is immediately to 
call for his assistance. 

If in any case the Midwife finds it necessary to call for the assistance 
of the Medical Officer, in pursuance to such instruction, and should 
intimate the same to him, he must immediately take charge of the case, 
and continue in charge of the patient until her recovery or the termina- 
tion of the case. 

On the termination of those cases in which the assistance of the Report by 
Medical Officer has not been called for, the Midwife should report the 
result to the Medical Officer for Registration. labour cases 

for Regis- 
tration. 

Ophthalmia in New-born Infants. 

16. A Committee of the Ophthalmological Society have recently re- Blindness 
ported, as the result of inquiries they have made, that there is 
reason to suppose, so far as they have been able to ascertain, that 30 ophilmlmia 
per cent, of all blind persons in the United Kingdom have lost their at birth, 
sight from the results of the Ophthalmia of new born infants. This 
species of Ophthalmia appears to be caused by acid discharges coming 
into contact with the conjunctiva at the time of birth, or subsequently 
to result from the exposure of the new-born infant to cold. 

It is suggested that when a Medical Officer is in attendance on a Treatment 
woman in child-birth, he should be careful to see that the child’s eyes of such 
are carefully washed immediately after birth, and that he should give 
directions that the child shall be protected as far as is practicable from 
currents of cold air ; it would also be desirable that the parents should 
be instructed that on the slightest appearance of inflammation indicated 
by red or swollen eyelids, the child ought to be brought to the Medical 
Officer for treatment without a moment’s delay, as the disease is most 
dangerous, and if proper treatment be not adopted the sight of one or 
both eyes may be lost.

Section 9 of the Medical Charities Act provides, that “ every Member ticket, 
of the Dispensary Committee, and every Relieving Officer and Warden 
actinv for an Electoral Division included in such Dispensary District, 
shall have power to afford Medical Relief by the issue of a ticket in 
such Form as the said Commissioners shall prescribe, addressed to the 
Medical Officer of the District, directing him to afford Medicine and 
Advice to, or attend any poor person resident therein ; and it shall be the 
duty of the Medical Officer to afford Medicine and Advice, and to attend 
such poor person as thereby directed ; ” and the Dispensary Regulations 
require that the Medical Officer “ shall duly and punctually attend 
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upon, either at the Dispensary during the appointed hours for attendance 
thereat, or at the home of the party on whose behalf application is 
made, or elsewhere as the case may require, and supply all requisite 
Medical or Surgical Advice and assistance to every poor person in the 
District, or Division of a District under his charge,” on whose behalf a 
ticket in the prescribed form has been presented ; and a Medical Officer 
of a Dispensary District will be held responsible for the due performance 
of this duty so long as the case requires his attention, or until the ticket 
shall have been cancelled in the manner provided for by the 9th section 
of the Medical Charities Act. 

Report to be made in the event of Disease threatening 
to become Epidemic.

No. 1. — Cholera Hospitals. — (Ireland), Act, 1885.

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to 
forward herewith, for the information of the Urban Sanitary Authority, 
a copy of an Act of Parliament dated 31st July, 1885, which has 
received the Royal assent, and which will remain in operation until the 
1st of May, 1886, authorising Sanitary Authorities under circumstances 
described in the Act to take possession of land required for the erection 
of temporary Cholera Hospitals.

No. 2.— Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885. 

Local Government Board, Dublin, 

Sir, 26th August, 1885. 

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to forward 
herewith, for the information of the Sanitary Authority, a copy of an 
Act dated 14th August, 1885, to amend the law relating to dwellings of 
the working classes. 

Under the provisions of this Act the Labouring Classes Lodging 
Houses Acts, 1851 to 1867, may be adopted for any Urban Sanitary 
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District by the Urban Sanitary Authority of such District in accordance 
with section 8 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The expression “ Lodging Houses for the Labouring Classes when 
used in the Acts from 1851 to 18C7 is to include separate houses or 
cottages, and half an acre of ground may be attached to each cottage 

conditionally. . , ... 

Lands for the purposes of the Act may be acqun ed otherwise than 
by agreement by means of the powers contained in the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The Artizans and Labourers Dwellings Improvement Acts, 1870, to 
1882 are extended to all Urban Sanitary Districts. 

By-Laws as to Lodging Houses, other than common Lodging Houses, 
may now be made, subject to the approval of the Local Government 
Board, without the previous publication in the Gazette required by 
Section 100 of the Public Health Act, 1878. 

New powers are conferred upon all Sanitary A uthorities with respect 
to “tents, vans, sheds, or similar structures used for human habitation ’ 
and these’ powers extend to making By-Laws for promoting cleanliness 
therein, and for preventing the spread of infectious disease by the 
persons inhabiting the same, and generally for the prevention of 
nuisances in connexion with the same. 

Town Commissioners not being the Urban Sanitary Authority, ma} 
still adopt the provisions of the Labouring Classes Lodging Houses and 
Dwellings (Ireland) Act, 1866. . 

Section 7 enjoins on every Sanitary Authority the duty of enforcing 
from time to time as occasion may arise, the powers with which they are 
invested, so as to secure the proper sanitary condition of all premises 
within the area under the control of such authority.

— Examination by Medical Officers of Health of Ships 
coming from places Infected with Cholera.

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to inform 
the Sanitary Authority that the Board have been requested by the 
Local Authorities of one of the Seaport Towns in Ireland to order that 
every vessel coming from a place infected with Cholera shall be detained 
by the Coast Guard or Officer of Customs in the same manner that 
these Officers may now detain a vessel suspected to be infected with 
Cholera under Article 2 of the General Order of the 16th of July, 1883. 

Having carefully considered this question, the Local Government 
Board have arrived at the conclusion that it is not necessary, at present, 
to make the rule respecting the detention of vessels by the Coast Guard 
or Officer of Customs more stringent than that prescribed by the Order 
referred to, but the Board think it desirable to direct the attention of 
the Sanitary Authority to the 8th Article of the Order which provides 
that the Medical Officer of Health shall visit and examine any Ship if 
he has reason to believe that she is infected with Cholera, and may visit 
and examine any Ship coming from a place infected with Cholera ; and 
I am to state that it is within the discretion of the Sanitary Authority 
to direct their Medical Officer of Health to visit and examine every 
Ship coming from any infected place, and that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the Sanitary Authority would act with prudence in so doing.

Gentlemen, — In obedience to the instructions conveyed to me in 
your letter, bearing date the 14th June, 1884, I have made careful in- 
quiry into the proposal of the Board of Guardians of the Newport 
Union, to amalgamate their Union with the adjoining Unions of West- 
port, Castlebar, and Belmullet, and I have now the honour to submit 
for your consideration the following report : — 

As the proposition of the Guardians, which I have now to lay before 
your Board, has reference to the abolition of a Union which has been 
in existence for thirty -fom’ years, it is desirable, in the first place, that 
the causes which led to the original formation of the Union should be 
fully understood, and I will, therefore, classify the subject-matter of 
this report into three heads, and will refer — 

I. To the formation of the Union, and its position and circumstances 

at the present time. 

II. To the various schemes of amalgamation which have been put 

forward, together with a statement of their probable financial 
result ; and 

III. To the prospects of the Newport Union, and to any considera- 
tions which may assist your Board in forming a conclusion as to 
the expediency or otherwise of the proposed amalgamation. 
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I. 

A t the time of the first introduction of the Poor Law to county Mayo, 
the district comprising the entire of the present Newport Union, with Westport 
the exception of Glenhest Electoral Division,* was included in the ami New- 
original Westport Union. The question of forming the Newport dis- P ort - 
trict into a separate Union appears to have been at first under consi- 
deration, but it was finally deemed inadvisable, the Assistant Commis- 
sioner, who was engaged in the formation of the Westport Union, 
stating his opinion that — 

“ This district, though extensive in area, is insufficient in point of wealth and 
population to justify me in recommending it to be formed into a separate 
Union.” 

Thus these districts were united in one Union in 1840, and it was 
then considered that in no part of the county of Mayo was Poor Law 
administration more urgently needed than in this Westport Union. 

“Periodical scarcities,” reported .the Assistant Commissioner, “ occur more 
frequently here than in other parts of Ireland. .. . I believe poverty will 

be found to prevail to a greater extent in this than in any of the other Unions 
in the county of Mayo.” 

The condition of the poorer classes of Newport District at that time, 

I gather from the official records, must have been very deplorable. Very 
little restriction had been placed upon the sub-division of holdings, and 
there was consequently an immense cottier population with practically 
nothing but the potato crop to depend, upon ; the demand for labour was 
inadequate and uncertain, fishing was resorted to to a comparatively 
trifling extent, and the clothing, food, and surroundings of the peasantry 
presented a picture of filth, squalor, and poverty that happily no longer 
exists. 

The famine of 1846 and 1847 proved the correctness of the Assistant 
Commissioner’s surmises. In no part of Ireland was the distress more 
intense and overwhelming than in Westport Union, and in no part of 
Westport Union was greater suffering apparent than in the Electoral 
Divisions comprising the present Newport Union. 

The experiences of these famine years led persons in authority to Reasons for 
believe that under existing circumstances many Unions were too large J. 0 e n 8 ®f a j a ' 
for the convenient and effectual administration of relief, it having been Newport 
found tli at great hardship and in some instances loss of life resulted in District. 
Westport and other Unions from the distance the poor had to tra'. el 
during the pressure for relief, and this fact, together with the difficulty 
that was felt in applying the Workhouse test in large Unions since the 
passing of the Out-door Relief Extension Act, led to the appointment 
of the Boundary Commission in 1848, for the purpose of inquiring 
what new Unions it would be desirable to form. 

At the time these Commissioners entered on their labours the dis- ^ombt on^ 
tress had passed its intensity in many parts of Ireland, but among the c ] assc ' & 
Unions in the. South and West there was no improvement in the when sul>- 
circumstances of the people, and 1 find references to the condition of ^ 

the Westport Union at that date, in the papers relating to distress Ullion W1S 
in Ireland, which I quote in order to give an idea, of its poverty under con - 
when the question of forming Newport District into a separate su l -‘ lntlou- 
Union was under consideration. 

The Vice-Guardians in their report to the Poor Law Commissioners 
of the 11th December, 1848, say — 

“ We have cancelled twelve cases, which now leaves a total on out-door 
relief of 7,588.”

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Anti they add, in referring to the “ growing destitution of food, 
clothing, and fuel,” that — 

“ We greatly fear that the misery of the poor will [much exceed what was 
experienced last year.” 

The Poor Law Commissioners, in a letter dated the 16th December, 
1848, cite the Westport Union as illustrative of an extreme case of 
the desperate financial position of some of the Western Unions, and 
they append a statistical statement of the financial position of the 
Union, from which it appears that the expenditure for the year end- 
ing 29th September, 1884, was £31,444, and that in the Acliill 
Electoral Division it would have become necessary, if it were possible, 
to levy, a rate of 41s. to the £. 

With such a state of things as this the Boundary Commissioners had 
; to deal in the case of Westport Union, and it is not to be wondered at 
that of the fifty Unions they recommended, the seventli in point of 
urgency was the present Newport Union. 

The Boundary Commissioners in their Report made no separate refer- 
ence to Newport or any particular Union, but they briefly laid down 
the general principles upon which they formed their conclusions. The 
necessity for increased Workhouse accommodation, the pressure of ap- 
plicants for relief, the long distances that had to be travelled by vast 
numbers of people residing in remote parts of some Unions — all these 
were important elements of consideration — and the fundamental object 
to be attained appeared to be to place the Workhouse within easy reach 
of all parts of the Union, so as to facilitate the removal of paupers and 
the application of the Workhouse test, and to ensure a constant 
attendance of Guardians at meetings of the Board ; and the Commis- 
sioners saw every reason to hope that — 

t; As the main object of these smaller Unions is the more vigilant administra- 
tion of the law with a view to the prevention of abuses, the expenses of building 
and establishment to be incurred by the additional houses may be saved by the 
nreatcr economy which can be exercised in the administration of relief.” 

As at this time the assessment which had to be made under the Poor 
Laws was confined exclusively to the amount necessary for the relief of 
the poor, the Commissioners were able to closely adhere to their prin- 
ciple of a reduced area without being disturbed by apprehensions of its 
being insufficient for the purposes of taxation. 

But although it was obvious that the principal beneficial results to 
be derived from the limited area were contingent upon the Workhouse 
being situated in a central position and within easy reach of all parts of 
the Union, it was ultimately found that there was no alternative but 
to erect the Newport Union Workhouse immediately outside the town. 
Newport being the only 'market town in the Union, supplies could 
not have been conveniently obtained or the attendance of Guardians 
expected elsewhere. Here the Workhouse was accordingly built in 
1851, three miles from the eastern side of the Union, and twenty-four 
miles from the western side, and only six miles from the parent house 
at Westport. 

Thus it will be seen that the Newport Union is exceptionally situated, 
and although increased accommodation was afforded by the erection of 
this Workhouse, the advantages that would have been gained by .a strict 
adherence to the Boundary Commissioners’ principles were not effectu- 
ally assured to the Acliill and Ballycroy districts ; indeed the position 
of these districts in regard to their Workhouse was very little improved 
by the change. 
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The country having recovered from the depression of the famine years, Causes of 
the new Union was found at first to work satisfactorily, and the expen- 
diture that was required for the relief of the . poor was levied off the m ation. 
smaller area without imposing an undue burden on the ratepayers. But 
of recent years the cost of Poor Law administration has greatly in- 
creased. It is impossible now to obtain the services of competent 
officials at the same rate of remuneration as in 1850. Everywhere 
prices have risen ; the average weekly cost at which paupers are main- 
tained has increased from Is. 2d. to 3s. llfrf., and in the Newport 
Union contract prices have increased to a greater extent than in West- 
port or in any of the adjoining Unions. A reference to the table in 
the appendix (No. 1), showing the relative price of provisions and 
necessaries in Newport and Westport, may account in a great measure 
for the paupers in the latter Workhouse being maintained at over £ 2 
per head per annum less than they are in the Workhouse at Newport. 

Then again, additional duties, which could not have been foreseen by 
the Boundary Commissioners when adjusting the area of taxation, have 
been imposed on the Poor Law authorities by various necessary enact- 
ments, and the area which, although a limited one, might have borne 
any legitimate Poor Law expenditure without difficulty, is now charged 
■with expenses under the Registration Acts, Contagious Diseases Acts, 
Sanitary Acts, Explosives Acts, Medical Charities and Vaccination 
Acts, Burial Acts, and others — which have increased the expenditure 
tliree-fold since the Union was formed. 

A table of the pauperism and expenditure of the union for the past 
twenty-five years will be found in the appendix (No. 2), from -which it 
will be seen that, although there has been no appreciable increase in the 
indoor pauperism since 1858, the expenditure, exclusive of the cost ot 
outdoor relief, has increased from £1,184 to £4,232.* 

It will not be necessary for me to touch upon the embarrassments of 
the Union in 1878 and 1879, or the circumstances which led to the 
dissolution of the Board and the appointment of paid Guardians, but 1 
must recall to your recollection the rates that would have been necessary 
to meet the liabilities and requirements of the financial years ending 
29th September, 1882, 1883, and 1884.

During these years it would have been impossible to collect rates of 
such magnitude owing to the distress and scarcity of money in the 
country. The landlords were not receiving their rents, and the tenants 
were suffering from a partial failure of their crops and other adverse 
circumstances. Your Board accordingly directed the levying of as high

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a rate as it was thought possible to collect, and when the funds of the 
Union were exhausted, grants were made, as follows, under the Relief 
of Distress Acts, to enable the Guardians to defray the cost of relieving 
the poor. 

I. Under the Relief of Distress Amendment

The principle of making these free grants was felt at the time to be 
injurious to a certain extent, but there was unfortunately no other 
alternative. The contractors for supplies to the Union were demanding 
payment and threatening to stop supplies. The Guardians had over- 
drawn considerably their Treasurer’s account, their cheques were dis- 
honoured, and they would have been unable to keep the Relieving 
Officers in funds for administering relief, or to have carried on their 
duties during the prevalence of unusual destitution, if the above assis- 
tance had not been afforded. 

There being a disposition on the part of the Guardians to look to a 
continuance of this aid, it was thought well to intimate to them, last 
winter, that the country having now recovered from its recent depression 
the Union must now be entirely dependent upon its own resources 
without further extraneous assistance. 

The Guardians then passed a resolution to the effect that the Union 
should be amalgamated, and based their application on the grounds that 
the present area of taxation is wholly insufficient for the present ex- 
penditure, and that the amalgamation might be carried out without 
hardship to the poor, and with advantage to all the Unions concerned. 

A meeting of the Ratepayers of the Union was subsequently held to 
consider the financial prospects of the Union, and in response to a 
memorial prepared thereat, which was supported by a resolution of the 
Guardians at a specially convened meeting, an inquiry into the subject 
was directed by your Board. 

II. 

Proposals of I opened the inquiry at Newport on the 14th July, having previously 
tion sub a " not ^ ec ^ m y intention of doing so to the several Boards of Guardians 
mitted by that might be concerned, and on that day I received the evidence sub- 
tle Guard- mitted by the Board of Guardians of Newport Union in support of their 
ians. proposal. 

Although the question of amalgamation had been freely discussed at 
the public meeting held previously in Newport, and had constantly 
occupied the attention of the Newport Board, the Guardians up to the 
time that their application for an inquiry was granted, had not finally 
decided upon the particular scheme of amalgamation which it appeared 
to them to be the most desirable to advocate, and they accordingly 
deputed three members of their Board — Sir George O’Donel, Mr. Stoney, 
and Captain Laprimandaye — to fully consider the question and prepare 
statistics and details of some definite scheme to be laid before me at the 
inquiry. 

The proposal submitted to me by this committee of the Guardians

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was to the effect that the Electoral Divisions of Achill, Ballycroy North, 

Ballycroy South, Corraun, Dooega, and Slievemore, should be annexed 
to Belmullet Union, the Divisions of Derrylouglian, Newport East 
Newport West, and Sramore to Westport Union, and the Glenliest 
Electoral Division to Castlebar. 

The committee, however, after deciding to put forward this scheme 
omitted to place it before their Board for approval, and although there 
appeared to be a perfect unanimity of feeling on behalf of Guardians 
and ratepayers in favour of the abolition of the Union, this particular 
proposal did not meet with the general concurrence of the Board, the 
representatives of the Achill and Ballycroy districts dissenting very 
strongly from the recommendations so far as they concerned the 
annexation of their Divisions to Belmullet. 

I accordingly decided, after having fully ventilated the suggestions ot 
the sub-committee, to hold a further inquiry in three weeks with a view 
of eliciting the opinions of Boards of Guardians and all persons whose 
interests might be involved by the adoption of this proposal. 

The Guardians of Belmullet Union expressed their willingness to 
receive the Divisions proposed to be transferred to them, and the 
Guardians of Castlebar Union also approved of the restoration ol Glon- 
liest Electoral Division, but the Westport Guardians, who were not 
present or represented at the inquiry, subsequently passed a resolution 
protesting against the amalgamation. They were, however, misinformed 
as to the nature of the scheme that had been before rue, and their aigu- 
ments and objections had reference to the annexation of the entire 
Newport Union to Westport, a proposal which up to that tune had not 
been under consideration. I accordingly transmitted to them a map 
which explained the division of the Newport Union, as suggested on the 
14th July, and intimated that an adjourned inquiry would be held on 
7th August, at which 1 would be glad to receive their views. 

They did not attend the second inquiry, but passed a further resolution 
on the subject, which is appended to this report. 

At the adjourned inquiry resolutions were handed to me in favoui of 
the amalgamation referred to by the Westport Board, and evidence i was 
tendered in favour of its adoption in preference to the scheme originally 
suggested. Thus it will be seen that there are two proposals of amalga- 
mation before me. 

I. To divide the Union between Westport, Belmullet, and Castlebar; 
and 

II. To annex tlie entire Union to Westport, and so revert to the 
original constitution of tlie Westport Union. 

After according the fullest consideration to the first proposal I have In,pr„cta- 
finally concluded that it is not one which should commend itself to youi first J 
Board’s consideration. I do not, therefore, propose to encumber this p0! „ 
report with statistical particulars regarding it, as it will be suffiem 
for me to State that, basing my calculation upon 
years I find that to the Wesport Union, the Belmullet Union, and to

But as the four Achill divisions would be subject to much 
higher divisional charges for conveyance of paupe Mr &c ^an they are 
ip Newport, owing to the greater remoteness of the Belmullet Woik 
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house, I believe it would ultimately be found that these divisions must 
sustain an absolute loss under tlie new regime. 

However, even could it be shown that this scheme would be advan- 
tageous to all the divisions concerned, from a financial point of view 
the difficulties that would be encountered in conveying the sick and 
destitute from the Achill divisions would be an insuperable objection to 
this proposal. 

The distance by road from the centre of Achill to BelmuMt is close 
upon fifty miles, and although, as the Guardians pointed out, it might 
be considerably shortened by crossing the Ballycroy ferry, my frequent 
experiences of the delays and inconveniences to be met with in this 
route leave no doubt in my mind that it could not be regularly 
availed of. ° • 

The other road to Belmullet stretches across a dreary expanse of 
moorland, and the road between Dohul and Glencastle, for thirty-five 
miles, is so heavy and soft that the journey from Achill Sound to Bel- 
nmllet is seldom performed under seven and a half hours, furthermore 
it is quite unusual for the people of the Achill district to have any com- 
munication or business transactions with Belmullet, and as there are no 
public conveyances between Achill and Belmullet, it is not to be ex- 
pected that the Achill Guardians would properly attend their Boor Law 
duties if they involved this very tedious and expensive journey. 

Statistics of The second scheme, it will be seen, simply resolves itself into a nro- 
socondpro. posal to undo the work of the Boundary Commissioners. Whatever 
arguments there may be against the expediency of this, there is no doubt 
that, financially speaking, all the unions concerned would be more or 
less benefited, and I will, therefore, lay statistics of this proposal fully 
before your Board. J

(iNo. A), winch will show in detail the approximate saving which mmht 
ic expected to each of tho Electoral Divisions of the Newport and 
Westport Union from the amalgamation, and in the followin'* explana- 
tory observations I give a summary of the probable results to each 
union. 

Westport Union. 

The valuation of this Union would be increased by the addition of the 
Newport Electoral Divisions from £3 1„ 148 to <£44,342. 

Establishment Charge . — The establishment expenses in the Westport 
Union come to about £1,000 per annum. The annexation of Newport 
would mvolve a yearly increase in this charge which may be estimated

It might possibly be urged that some addition should have been allowed 
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to the establishment expenses to cover the wear and tear of the estab- 
lishment in consequence of increased numbers, but against this I have 
to point out that the cost of the assistant to the Clerk need not be re- 
garded as a permanent charge, for although the present clerk of t le 
Westport Union, in consequence of his numerous other callings, might 
not be able to discharge increased poor law duties unaided, I hav e no 
doubt that on his retirement a competent officer could lie obtained at 
his present salary, who would undertake all the duties of the new West- 
port Union. . 

Union Paupers. — The number of paupers annually chargeable to the 
Union-at-large, in Westport, is much greater in proportion to the total 
pauperism than in the Newport Union, a fact not difficult to account 
for, having regard to the circumstances and geographical situation of 
the two towns. Taking the year 1883, which, I think, may be regarded 
as a fair average year, as a basis of calculation, I find that m both 
Unions the total number of Union-at-large paupers and patients relieved 
in Deaf and Blind Asylums was 355. Calculating the cost of the main- 
tenance of these paupers in the Westport Workhouse,'* and assessing it 
over the two Unions, the proportion to be borne by the present West- 
port Union would be £456. As the cost of Union-at-large paupers 
and extern patients at the present time in Westport is £549, the saving 
to the Union under this head would be about £93. . 

Registration and Contagious Diseases Acts. — Under these heads it 
will be seen that the expenditure of the Westport Union would probably 
be increased by about £17. ' ... 

It will thus be observed that under all these heads the probable 
result of the amalgamation to the Westport Union would be a gam of 
about £280 or something over 2d. in the £. . 

With the exception of the charges under the Superannuation Acts, 
to which I shall refer hereafter, nearly all other items of expenditure 
would be borne by the Electoral Divisions, and would not in any way 
be influenced by the amalgamation. 

There are other charges incidental to the relief of the poor, such as 
“ Workliouse Burials,” “ Conveyance of Paupers," &c., which might be 
chargeable to the TJnion-at-Large, and the cost of the two Unions would 
also be affected under the head of Burial of Bodies, Law Expenses, Ex- 
amination of Lunatics, Explosives Officers’ Salaries, &o. It is probable 
that under all these heads there would be a saving to Westport, but it 
would be almost inappreciable.! 


Newport Union. 

Establishment Charge.— The establishment charge of the present 
Newport Union amounts to about £715. The proportion of the in- 
creased establishment expenses of the new Westport Union to be borne 
by the Electoral Divisions of the present Newport Union would be 
about £337. The saving, therefore, on the establishment charge to the 
Newport Union would be about £378. 

Union Paupers , &c. — The cost of Ur ion Paupers in the Newport 
Union may be said to be about £135. Under the new arrangement 
the Union would be liable to a probable yearly charge of £193, an in- 
crease of £58.

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Registration and Contagious Diseases Acts.— -Under this head there 
would be a probable gain to the Union of £17. 

The total result, therefore, to the Newport Union under all these heads 
would be a saving of £337. 

In addition to this, however, each Electoral Division would benefit 
by the reduced cost at which its indoor paupers would be maintained 
in Westport Union. Calculating the collective number of days’ relief 
chargeable to each Electoral Division in 1883 at the Westport rate of 
maintenance, I iind that to the several Electoral Divisions of the Union 
the expense of maintenance would be reduced by £238, and this would 
increase the gain that would be effected to about £575, or lO^cZ 
in the £. ’ 2 ' 

The above result of the amalgamation with Westport has been com- 
puted on the supposition that the existing liabilities of each Union 
under the Superannuation Act should continue to be borne by the 
area as originally contemplated in the Local Government Board's 
Order. 

The charges under this Act in the Newport Union amount to £109 
a year, whrle m Westport they are only £35 a year. It was the opinion 
of the Newport Guardians that, in the event of the amalgamation beim* 
carried out, each Union should continue to bear its existing sune? 
annuation charges-as the Westport Board had not been benefited by 
the services of the Newport officers who were in receipt of such lams 
pensions— -and that future superannuation charges should be borne by 
the two Unions. J 

This however, is altogether a question of law, which, no doubt, can 
be decided at the adjustment of accounts, if amalgamation is decided 
upon. However, as I have now shown the result of the amalgamation 
* exlstln S superannuation charges are to be borne by th? Unions 
that incurred them, it may be well to state the probable result of the 
opposite ruling.

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III. 

The question of expediency now remains to be considered, but a few 
preliminary observations are necessary as to the circumstances of the 
poorer classes at the present time, as well as to prospects of the Newport 
Union should it remain as it is. 

The Guardians consider that their arguments in favour of amalgama- 
tion are fortified by the fact that a very great alteration has taken place 
in the circumstances of the peasantry since the Union was formed. On 
this point I have to report that the condition and surroundings of the 
poorer classes in this Union are in every way much improved since the 
date when it was thought necessary to establish the Newport District 
into a separate Union. The population has diminished from 22,838 to 
15,100, poverty is nowhere so apparent, and the circumstances of the 
people have been permanently ameliorated by reduced rents, by facili- 
ties which have been afforded for improvement of holdings, and by 
many other advantages conceded by recent legislation. They are im- 
measureably better fed and better clad, and nowhere are they dependent 
on the potato crop to the same extent as in the years which preceded 
the famine. Where a holding is of insufficient size to support its 
occupiers some members of the family will obtain employment in Eng- 
land. Large numbers have emigrated within the past few years, and 
nearly all the successful emigrants periodically remit money to their 
relatives at home. The coming generation are better fed and better 
clad than their predecessors were, and have certain ideas and apprecia- 
tions which will not be satisfied with a corner of the home farm and a 
few acres of bog to reclaim, and neither a failure of the crops or a cul- 
mination of any disastrous circumstances that might hereafter eventuate 
could possibly lead to such a pressure for relief as that which charac- 
terized the famine years and led to the formation of the Union. 

In dealing with the financial prospects of the Union I am anxious to 
make it be clearly understood that the Newport Union is able to bear 
the existing taxation, provided it is not materially increased by an 
unusual pressure for relief or by additional duties being thrown on the 
Poor Law authorities. So much has been said by the Newport rate- 
payers about their absolute inability to bear the present taxation under 
any circumstances, that I wish to lay equal stress upon a repudiation of 
such an argument and to explain that although the taxation is oppres- 
sive to all classes of ratepayers, and especially to the landlords whose 
rentals in this Union have been reduced on an average 25 per cent., 
still it is not impossible to collect such rates as are necessary in the 
present condition of the country. 

But the experiences of 1879-82 would seem to show that even with 
the strictest economy the resources of the Union are insufficient to 
enable the Guardians to cope with any unusual demand for relief ; and 
it is due to the Guardians to observe that up to 1880 they spared no 
efforts in endeavouring to keep the expenditure within reasonable 
limits — and although the course of granting them State assistance on 
their failure to accomplish this object, was unavoidable, in order to 
prevent a risk of life, the result, I fear, has been detrimental to the 
independence of the Union. Financial difficulties are no longer an 
incentive to economy, as the belief obtains in the minds of the people 
that if the expenditure exceeds a certain limit it cannot be assessed on 
so small an area of taxation, and extraneous assistance or special legis- 
lation must be provided to prevent a break down of the Poor Law in 
the Union.

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But the actual position of the Union is this- given a most judicious 
and economical administration of the law, the expenditure under all 
heads in an ordinary year will require a rate to be struck which will 
average about 4s. Gd. in the £ on the valuation of the Union, and 
which on some divisions will be as high as 6s. or 7s. in the £. Although 
in a prosperous year this rate could be collected, nevertheless a charge 
like this, in addition to the many other yearly liabilities of landlords 
and tenants, is a heavy drag on the prosperity of the country, and 
vitiates the power of the people to keep pace with the progress of civil- 
ization, or to participate in measures for the development of the country, 
or for sanitary and other improvements which they might benefit by if 
not already taxed to the utmost of their resources. 

Considera- As it has been shown that the amalgamation of the Union with 
tions as to Westport would effect a substantial reduction of the rates in the Ncw- 
expedieucy. j )()r( . Union, and would also be attended with advantage to Westport, 
the question of the expediency of carrying out this scheme would appear 
to rest almost altogether upon whether it would operate injuriously 
towards the interest of the sick and destitute poor. 

Very serious objections have always presented themselves to all the 
proposals of amalgamation which have been before the Poor Law Com- 
missioners, and the question of how far these objections are applicable 
in the case of Newport is one which demands the gravest consideration, 
for it should be remembered that in all the poorest and most distant 
divisions of the Newport Union the people are occupiers of land and 
not legal recipients of out-door relief, and consequently the workhouse 
is practically the only relief known to them. 

The various proposals of amalgamation which have received attention 
from the Poor Law Commissioners from time to time have always been 
dealt with according to the local circumstances of the case, and it has 
never been held that in any instance sufficient reasons for a change 
have been shown. I cannot find, however, that the question of New- 
port Union, or of any Union which might fairly be regarded as a 
parallel case, has been before the Board, and I do not think that the 
objections to the several schemes of amalgamation which have been 
decided upon, or the 'particular reasons which influenced the Com- 
missioners in their decisions, have any direct bearing upon the present 
case. 

In the Annual Report of the year 1857, the Commissioners point 
out the following objections to a series of propositions that were before 
them : — 

“To almost all Workhouses a Fever Hospital is attached, where poor persons 
affected by every species of infectious disease are admitted for relief ; and the 
past history of Ireland proves that it is especially exposed to the visitation of 
epidemic contagious diseases. Within an average radius of from eight to 
fifteen miles any poor or destitute person in Ireland may, therefore, promptly 
obtain hospital relief, a form of relief specially required by the Irish from 
their ill-adapted cabins, and want of ordinary comforts and food. To close 
them would involve incalculable misery.” 

And they further add, in referring to the insufficient ground for the 
proposals of amalgamation, that : — 

“ These propositions are made in order to effect a contingent saving of from 
\d. to 2 4<Z. in the pound on the annual expenditure ; at a period when the Irish 
are the least taxed for Poor-rate expenditure of each of the three kingdoms ; 
when the present expenditure in England is Is. 9 d. in the pound, in Scotland, 
Is. 4 d. in the pound, and in Ireland, lljfrf. in the pound. 
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“ The Irish Workhouses can be maintained and supported, as in the case of 
the poorest of them all, iielmullet, at an annual cost of £182, for salaries and 
rations of oiiicers ; the total expenditure for poor relief, including salaries and 
rations of officers, being Is. 8£d. in the pound, on the valuation.” 

Witli regard to the first extract, I have to point out that there is no 
Fever Hospital attached to Newport Workhouse, and except in the 
neighbourhood of the town the people have always been treated in their 
own homes. Persons residing in Newport or in its immediate vicinity 
have occasionally been conveyed to the Workhouse when suffering from 
infectious disease and placed in a ward in the infirmary. In the event 
of the two Unions being amalgamated any such cases that might arise 
would be brought to the Workhouse Fever Hospital at Westport, a 
commodious building, only six miles distant from Newport, to which 
patients might be removed without risk or hardship, and treated under 
more favourable conditions than they can at Newport. 

To the second extract it is merely necessary to observe that, if the 
state of things therein adverted to still existed at Newport Union, the 
Guardians would have no grounds for asking permission to lay their 
proposal before your Board. 

The possibility of hardship to the poor and the other disadvantages 
of an extensive area are questions which do not arise in the case of 
Electoral Divisions within a radius of say seventeen or eighteen miles 
from the Workhouse, and it is therefore principally with regard to 
the divisions outside that radius that the following points must be con- 
sidered, viz. : — (a.) Whether in consequence of the removal of the 
Workhouse to Westport the increased distance to be travelled to obtain 
relief would involve hardship to the destitute poor. (6.) Whether the 
Guardians would find it more inconvenient to attend Board meetings 
in Westport than in Newport, and whether they would be less regular 
attendants in consequence. 

I think the proximity of Westport to Newport in a great measure answers 
the first question ; and, as paupers have hitherto been always removed from 
the most distant divisions to the Workhouse, in open carts without 
complaint of hardship or inconvenience, it is a question for your Board’s 
consideration, whether if the means of locomotion were improved by the 
substitution of suitable ambulances for the carts which the people have 
hitherto been accustomed to, the greater comfort with which the sick 
and destitute could be moved would not more than compensate them for 
the short additional distance to be travelled. 

From the following Table will be seen the indoor pauperism that had 
to be provided for in the most distant divisions of the Newport Union 
during the past five years ; but as the spring and winters of 1880-81- 
82-83 were remarkable for exceptional poverty, I think an average 
struck on these years will more than represent the probable indoor 
relief to be afforded in a year of ordinary prosperity

With regard to the attendance of Guardians, I have always found 
that it is unusual for Guardians of the more remote divisions of any 
Union to attend the meetings of the Board when they have no other 
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business to attract them to the town, and in the case of Newport Union 
the attendance of the Achill and Ballycroy Guardians has been no 
exception to the rule ; I think, however, that the probability is, their 
attendance would be, if anything, more regular at Westport than it has 
heretofore been at Newport. Westport as a business town possesses 
infinitely more attractions, and is more resorted to than Newport, by 
the class of persons of which the Newport Board is composed, and by 
the Guardians of the Achill and Ballycroy districts, I think the latter 
town is merely regarded as a halting place on the road to Westport. 
Boil way communication has been extended to Westport since its sepa- 
ration from Newport, and Westport is now the railway station of the 
Newport Union, through which persons from all parts of the Union 
must pass if attending fairs or having other business elsewhere through- 
out the country. 

From the Island of Achill there are facilities for visiting Westport, 
in addition to the public car which runs daily over an excellent road, as 
there is a fleet of hookers which ply regularly between the Island and 
Westport, and in favourable weather the passage is made in a very 
short time. 

In the event of the amalgamation of Westport aud Newport bein" 
decided upon, the propriety of establishing an auxiliary or cottage 
hospital for the Achill and Ballycroy districts might subsequently require 
to be considered, but looking to the insignificant number that apply for 
hospital relief from these districts,* the necessity would hardly appear 
to exist at present, but if at any time it should be found to be desirable, 
there are buildings in a convenient situation, that, I am informed, might 
be made available at short notice for the purpose. 

It should be observed that the Westport Workhouse affords ample 
accommodation for the paupers of both Unions. It is just possible that 
the infirmary space might occasionally be found insufficient, but in such 
an event there are vacant wards in the Workhouse, which might be 
made use of for certain classes of infirmary patients without interfering 
with the proper classification of the inmates. 

The Guardians of the Westport Union have expressed themselves as 
unanimously opposed to amalgamation with Newport, and they have 
embodied their objections in a resolution which will be found attached 
to this report. To this resolution a brief reference is only here necessary 
as I have already adverted to the principal arguments which the 
Guardians have set forth. Their chief objections, it will be seen, are 
grounded on the supposition that the amalgamation would be “financially 
injurious ” to their Union — a somewhat hasty conclusion which I cannot 
but think must have been the result rather of surmise than of careful 
calculation — I need hardly say that, if it could be shown that the 
advantages sought by Newport Board could only be achieved at the 
cost of the Westport Union, it is not likely that the proposal would 
receive consideration. 

The Westport Guardians did not attend either of the inquiries at 
Newport, and I accordingly had not an opportunity of eliciting their 
views as fully as I could have wished, but I think that the very strong 
feeling they have, displayed against amalgamation with Newport is in a 
very great degree the outcome of the unfavourable impression they

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entertain of the past administration of the Newport Board. I imagine 
they look upon the Newport Guardians as having failed in the discharge 
of their duty, and they fear that their own administrative capabilities, 
which indeed are of a very high order, may be undermined by the 
infusion of the unsuccessful Newport element. 

It should, however, he home in mind that the Newport Guardians 
have had difficulties to contend with that were never experienced by the 
Westport Board, and that, notwithstanding these difficulties, they satis- 
factorily carried on their duties without assistance for over twenty 
years, and it was not until the expenditure reached its present limits, 
from circumstances over which they had no control, that the resources 
of the Union had to he supplemented by Government aid, and I see no 
Grounds whatever for apprehending that the efficiency of the Westport 
Board would in any way be impaired by the introduction of the repre- 
sentatives of the Newport electoral divisions. 

In conclusion I beg to say that, having regard to the importance ot 
this question, I have thought it necessary to enter into the various con- 
siderations as fully as possible, and I trust that from the foregoing 
materials your Board may be enabled to form a decision as to whether 
amalgamation of the Newport Union with any of the adjoining Unions 
should be carried out.

I am directed by the Local Government Board for Ireland to submit, 
for the consideration of the Lord Lieutenant the question of the enforce- 
ment of the payment of the instalments remaining due in respect of 
the loans obtained by Boards of Guardians in Ireland under the Seed 
Supply Act, 1880. 

The following are, briefly, the facts of the case : — 

In the year 1880, 153 Boards of Guardians borrowed from the 
Commissioners of Public Works the net sum of £598,306 to purchase 
seed potatoes, seed oats, or other seed which the Local Government 
Board might authorize, for the purpose of selling such seed to occupiers 


of land. 

With a view to the repayment of these loans, the guardians were 
required to levy the sums due by the purchasers of seed, in two equal 
instalments by special rates to be added to the poor rates, and on the 
1st of August following each such assessment to lodge an instalment of 
the debt with the Commissioners of Public Works ; under the 4th 
section of the Act, the poor rates of each electoral division became 
security for the debt, and were charged with the repayment of the sum 
lent for the use of such division. 

By subsequent enactments the time allowed for the collection of the 
money from the purchasers of seed, and for the payment of the 
instalments to the Commissioners of Public Works, was extended, and 
these instalments were payable to the Commissioners as follows

But while the debt has been so well paid by the Boards of Guardians 
to the Commissioners of Public Works, the seed rates have not been so 
well collected from the purchasers of the seed, and the poor rates of the

electoral divisions have incurred considerable loss by reason of their 
liability in the matter. 

The Board have endeavoured within the last few days to ascertain 
the sums taken from the poor rates of each union to make up the instal- 
ments handed over to the Commissioners of Public Works, and, although 
they have not been able in so short a time to obtain accurate 
information on the point, it would appear from the communications they 
have received on the subject, that of the £536,255 which has been 
paid, the sum of more than £50,000 has been advanced from the poor 
rates. 

From returns furnished by the clerks of the forty-five unions owing 
the £62,051 mentioned above, it appears that this debt comprises about 
£37,840, which the guardians have not been able to collect owing to the 
death, removal, or poverty of the purchasers of seed, while the balance 
of £24,211 would, consequently, seem to have been collected but still 
in the guardians’ hands, and the Board annex a return showing the 
amount due by each Board of Guardians, the outstanding seed rate in 
each union, and some information as to its financial condition. His 
Excellency will observe that in several instances the unions are in great 
difficulties, and that in twenty-five of them the guardians have balances 
against them at foot of their treasurers’ accounts to the extent, in the whole, 
of £15,022, while these debit balances would be larger, and the credit 
balances of the others less, if the guardians had paid over to the Com- 
missioners of Public Works the sum referred to above as having been 
collected from the purchasers of seed but retained in the guardians’ hands. 

The Board believe that the Boards of Guardians have generally made 
every effort to collect the outstanding seed rate, and that impounding 
their poor rates under the 5th section of the Seed Supply Act for the 
full amount of their liability in regard to this debt, at a time when 
exceptional distress prevails in the country, would seriously embarrass 
them in the discharge of their duties. 

The Board would therefore suggest to His Excellency the propriety of 
recommending the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury to 
allow the Commissioners of Public Works to accept the sums collected 
by the Boards of Guardians as seed rate and retained by them, on the 
understanding that if these sums are not paid on or before the 1st of 
May next, orders will be made at that time impounding the , poor rates 
for any portion which may then remain due, and to authorize the Com- 
missioners of Public Works not to press till the month of April next 
year for the payment of the amount of seed rate which may now be 
uncollected, and due to the guardians by the purchasers of the seed.

In reply to your letter of the 27th ultimo, respecting the arrears of 
the Seed Loans, I am directed by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
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Majesty’s Treasury to acquaint you, for the information of His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant, that, under all the circumstances of the case, my 
lords sanction the proposal made that, provided the Boards of 
Guardians of the unions now in arrear pay over to the Board of Works, 
on or before the 1st May next, all the money collected by them on 
account of Seed Rate, which now exceeds £24,000, the Board of Works 
shall not press for the remainder of the debt due until 1st April next 
year. 

This concession is granted on the definite understanding that if the 
sums now in hand are not paid over by the specified date, orders will bo 
made forthwith for impounding the Poor Rates for any portion which 
may then remain due. 

My lords, would have preferred to name' 31st instant as the latest day 
for payment, so as to lessen the heavy arrears which will otherwise 
appear in the Report of the Board of Works for 1885-6, but they will 
not press for this alteration if His Excellency sees any strong objection. 
They would, however, point out the advantage of realizing the arrears, 
as far as possible within the financial year. 

The Board of Works have been instructed accordingly.
